Annual Meeting Held February 8th, 9th and 10th

In accordance with the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting and 
Election duly published and posted as directed, the voters met at the Eliz- 
abeth Theatre Tuesday, Feb. 8th at 7:30 o’clock P. M. to act upon the 
articles contained therein:—

At 7:30 o’clock the meeting was called to order by the Moderator, 
Milford R. Lawrence. The town meeting members were counted and 
154 declared present, number necessary to constitute a quorum for this 
meeting was 112. 

The invocation was given by William L. Hodges, First reader of the 
Christian Science Church of Falmouth. 

A vote of the members was taken as to which they preferred, the 
day sessions or evening sessions and the count was 46 in favor of day to 
99 for evening meetings.

Held Wednesday, August 31, 1949 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting duly 
published and posted as directed, the voters met at the Henry W. Hall 
School Auditorium on Wednesday, August 31st at 7:30 o’clock P. M. to 
act upon the articles contained therein:—

designating the committee or board under the supervision of which said 
work shall be performed and said funds expended. 

On request of Falmouth School Building Needs Committee, by Her- 
bert E. Hunziker, Chairman. 


At 8:40 o’clock a motion was made that the vote under this Article 
be taken by roll call which resulted in 77 voting in favor and 98 against 
andthe motion did not prevail. It was then moved that the vote be 
taken by written ballot which resulted in 91 voting in favor and 81 
against and the motion for a written ballot prevailed. 


Herbert E. Hunziker, Chairman School Building Needs Committee 
presented the following motion:— 
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The the sum of $1,500,000. be raised and appropriated for the purpose 
of constructing and originally equipping and furnishing a Junior-Senior 
High School building on land acquired for that purpose off the southerly 
side of Lakeview Avenue, Falmouth, said building to be substantially in 
accordance with the plans of S. W. Haynes & Associates; and that to 
meet the said appropriation the sum of $100,000. be appropriated from the 
Post-War Rehabilitation Fund, that the sum of $100,000. be appropriated 
from available funds in the treasury, and that the treasurer, with the 
approval of the Selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to borrow the 
sum of $300,000. under authority of Chapter 71 of the Acts of 1949, and 
the sum of $1,000,000. under authority of Chapter 44 of the General Laws, 
and to issue bonds or notes of the town therefor payable in accordance 
with the provisions of Chapter 44 of the General Laws, so that the whole 
loan shall be payable in not more than 20 years from the date of issue 
of the first bond or note. 


At 8:55 o’clock at the request of a Town Meeting Member a count 
of the members present was taken and 192 were found to be present. 


After lengthy discussions the written ballot vote was then taken and 
the name of each voter casting his ballot was checked on the Town 
Clerk’s list of Town Meeting Members. The total count was 94 in favor 
and 101 against the appropriation for $1,500,000. in accordance with the 
motion, the time this vote was completed was 12:00 M. The total num- 
ber voting compared to the total number checked on the Town Clerk’s 
list, same being 195. 


At 1:02 A. M. it was voted, 90 voting affirmative and 25 against, to 
refer this article back to the same Committee on School Building Needs 
for further study, with instructions to report at the next Annual Town 
Meeting with schedules amounting to approximately $1,000,000. 


The Chairman of the Committee then requested a show of hands 
from the Town Meeting Members to indicate their preference as to 
whether the style of the exterior be traditional or contemporary and the 
opinion of the members was approximately 3 to 1 in favor of a traditional 
style. 

The Chairman then requested a showing of hands to indicate their 
preference as to whether the Committee should also present alternate 
plans and the opinion was approximately 3 to 1 in favor of a single plan. 

Articles 10 and 11 were referred to the next Annual Town Meeting. 
The time then being 1:20 o’clock A. M. it was voted the meeting be 
dissolved.

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the town of Falmouth 
for the period from July 11, 1948, the date of the previous 
examination, to June 30, 1949, and submit the following re- 
port thereon: 


An examination and verification was made of the finan- 
cial transactions recorded on the books of the several depart- 
ments receiving or disbursing money for the town or com- 
mitting bills for collection. 


The town accountant’s ledgers were analyzed, the receipts 
being checked with the treasurer’s books and the payments 
being compared with the warrants authorizing them and with 
the treasurer’s records. The appropriation accounts and loan 
authorizations were checked with the town clerk’s records of 
town meeting proceedings and the recorded transfers from 
the reserve fund were verified by comparison with the finance 
committee’s authorizations. 


The necessary adjusting entries resulting from the audit 
were made, and a balance sheet, which is appended to this 
report, was prepared showing the financial condition of the 
town on June 30, 1949. 

The efficient and accurate manner in which the work of 
the town accountant, town treasurer, town clerk, and tax col- 
lector has been performed is worthy of commendation. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked. The recorded receipts were analyzed 
and checked with the records of the several departments col- 
lecting money for the town and with other sources from which 
money was paid into the treasury, while the payments were 
compared with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the trea- 
surer to disburse town funds. Verification was made of the 
cash book footings, and the cash balance on June 30, 1949 was 
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proved by actual count of cash in the office and by reconcil- 
iation of the bank balances with statements furnished by the 
bank in which town funds are deposited. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investments of the trust, investment, and retirement funds in 
custody of the town treasurer and the trustees were examined 
and listed. The income was proved, the transfers to the town 
were verified, and the expenditures of income from the li- 
brary funds were checked with vouchers on file with the 
trustees. 


The payments made on account of maturing debt and in- 
terest were compared with the amounts falling due and with 
the cancelled securities and coupons on file. 


The records of tax titles held by the town were examined 
and listed. The transfers to the tax title account were 
checked with the tax collector’s records, while the redemp- 
tions were compared with the treasurer’s recorded receipts. 
The records of tax possessions were examined and listed, the 
additions as a result of foreclosures being checked with the 
treasurer’s records of foreclosed tax titles. The tax title and 
tax possession transactions were verified by comparison with 
the records in the Registry of Deeds. 


The deductions from employees’ salaries and wages on 
account of federal taxes were listed and checked with settle- 
ments made with the Collector of Internal Revenue. 

The books and accounts of the tax collector were exam- 
ined and checked. The taxes and motor vehicle and trailer 
excise outstanding at the time of the previous examination 
and all subsequent commitments were audited and compared 
with the assessors’ warrants issued for their collection. The 
payments to the treasurer were verified, the abatements were 
compared with the assessors’ records of abatements granted, 
the transfers to the tax title account were proved, and the 
outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 


The records of departmental and water accounts receiv- 
able were examined and checked. The payments to the trea- 
surer were verified, the abatements were checked with the 
records in the departments authorized to grant them, and 
the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 
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Verification of the outstanding tax, excise, departmental, 
and water accounts were obtained by mailing notices to a 
number of persons whose names appeared on the books as 
owing money to the town, and from the replies received it 
appears that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 

The records of receipts from licenses and permits issued 
by the selectmen, the town clerk, the police and fire depart- 
ments, and the board of health were examined and checked 
in detail and the payments to the State and to the town trea- 
surer were verified. 

The surety bonds of the various town officials required 
by law to file them were examined and found to be in proper 
form. 

The records of receipts of the sealer of weights and 
measures and of the school, library, park, and recreation de- 
partments, as well as of all other departments collecting 
money for the town or committing bills for collection, were 
examined and checked in detail, the payments to the trea- 
surer being checked with the treasurer’s recorded receipts. 

There are appended to this report, in addition to the bal- 
ance sheet, tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s 
and the collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, motor vehicle 
and trailer excise, tax title, departmental, and water accounts, 
as well as tables showing the condition and transactions of 
the trust, investment, and retirement funds. 

While engaged in making the audit, cooperation was. re- 
ceived from the various town officials, for which, on behalf 
of my assistants and for myself, I wish to express appreciation.

Report of the Board of Selectmen 


The Board of Selectmen have, in compliance with the 
vote of the Town, had the annual audit of the town’s books. 
Said audit has shown the town in good financial condition, 
all departments working in a co-operative manner. 


The Selectmen have laid out and the town accepted the 
layouts of the following roads:—Cypress Street, Lewis, Rich- 
ards and Hatch Streets, Cahoon Court, Hillside Ave. from 
Laura Street to Arlington; Worcester Park East and West, 
Allen Avenue extension and the roads in the land occupied 
by the Falmouth Housing Authority, with no land damages. 


We have had installed all the street lights voted by the 
town and have replaced a considerable amount of road bounds. 


The Board has completed the taking of Goodwill Park at 
a cost of $4,000.00 to the town and has settled the suit against 
the town with Sophia McLean for $500.00 on the advise of 
Town Counsel. The suit against the town by James Connolly 
is still pending. The appeal of Winslow Carleton to the ap- 
pelate tax board was settled out of court by a mutual agree- 
“ment of the Counsel for Carleton, Town Counsel and the 
Assessors. 


Gifford and King Streets have been widened in accord- 
ance with a vote of the town. The following damages have 
been paid, Lawrence Shiverick, $300.00; Hirsch and IssokKson, 
$300.00; N. E. Tel. & Tel. Co., $97.50; J. S. English, $84.00. 
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The land for the North Falmouth Fire Station has been 
purchased in accordance with the vote of the town. The 
building line on East Main Street has been completed by the 
Selectmen. The Board of Selectmen enforced the restrictions 
of Silver Beach as voted by the town and report conditions 
at the beach last year were very satisfactory.

The fall clinics for the immunization against diphtheria, 
whooping cough and tetanus were held on September 27, Octo- 
ber 25, November 22, and December 20 under the supervision 
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of the Health Department, School Department and Falmouth 
Nursing Association. A total of one hundred and one were 
immunized. The inoculations were given by Dr. Harold O. 
Hunt, Health Inspector. 


During the first week in June chest X-Rays were avail- 
able to all inhabitants of Falmouth, except the school chil- 
dren who have this X-ray in the schools. This was sponsored 
by the Barnstable County Health Association, Falmouth Nurs- 
ing Association and the Town of Falmouth through its Health 
Department. The Mobile Unit conducting this service was 
stationed throughout the week at the Falmouth Community 
Centre, North Falmouth( near the A & P store), East Fal- 
mouth and Teaticket Schools to make it accessible to all peo- 
ple. During this week 2506 X-Rays were taken and the results 
sent to those having them taken, also to the family physician 
in cases where it was advisable to do so. 


There have been 310 permits given for the location of 
cesspools. This is an increase of 181 over last year. This re- 
quires a personal inspection. 


Cattle have been inspected and inoculated in accordance 
with state regulations. A complete cesus has been taken of 
all live stock and all barns have been inspected. 


Licenses have been granted to recreational camps and 
overnight cabins and have been approved for sanitation by 
the State Department of Public Health. 


During the year there were poliomyelitis cases reported 
all over the country in excess of any previous year. Falmouth 
had eleven cases, all in mild form with the exception of one 
which was fatal. The Cape Cod Chapter of the Infantile 
Foundation Fund contributed to the care of these Falmouth 
cases to the amount of $871.00. 


All restaurants and stores have been inspected several 
times during the year and smears taken for bacteriological 
tests from glasses and utensils. All complaints have been in- 
vestigated and acted upon. 
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Serums, vaccines and culture tubes are available at all 
times for the use of physicians in the town. 


This department wishes to express its appreciation to the 
physicians of Falmouth, Dr. Harold W. Stevens, District Health 
Officer for the State Department of Public Health, all County 
Health Officers, Dr. Julius Kelley and his staff at the Barn- 
stable County Sanatorium, the School Department, the Fal- 
mouth Nursing Association and all other agencies that have 
co-operated with us this year, for their assistance and 
support.

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Report of the Highway Surveyor 


Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit my report of work done on the highways 
for the year 1949. 


An unusual amount of patching and maintenance work 
has been necessary this year because of the dry season which 
caused considerable damage to the roads. The gravel roads 
have been scraped and graded several times during the year 
and are now in good condition. 


Brush has been cut and mowed in different sections of 
the town. 


The Chapter 90 New Construction program for 1948 has 
been completed with the completion of the last mile that was 
constructed at Sandwich Road in 1949, under the supervision 
of the Highway Surveyor. This completed the program which 
consisted of eight miles of newly constructed road on Sand- 
wich Road, which was financed by State, County and Town 
funds. The Chapter 90 New Construction program for 1949 
has been started at Mill Road by the department and will be 
completed in the spring of 1950. 
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The following roads have been widened, hardened and 
straightened by this department in 1949: 


Clinton Ave., Falmouth Heights 360 feet 
Bay Road, North Falmouth 2,640 ” 
Maravista Ave., Maravista 8,448 ” 
Deacon’s Ave., Falmouth Heights 1.230...;” 
Brick Kiln Road 3,000 ” 
East End Road, Waquoit 2,640 ” 


Eight inches of gravel were laid on Teaticket Path for a 
distance of 3,168 feet. 


In accordance with the County layout Woods Hole Main 
Street was widened, re-located and the surface hardened. 
Sidewalks were moved back and new ones constructed, stone 
walls were moved and new ones constructed. New curbings 
were also constructed along the re-located and widened street. 
With the completion of this work, adequate space for both 
automobiles and pedestrians was provided on Main Street, 
Woods Hole. 


New sidewalks have been constructed in the following 
sections of the town: 


Route 28, East Falmouth 1,200 Feet 
Jericho Path, Falmouth Heights 3,166 °°" 
Old Meeting House Road 1,509 .” 
Silver Beach Ave., North Falmouth 1,000 ” 


One Thousand Five Hundred feet of sidewalk were resur- 
faced at Hewins Street, Main Street, and Depot Avenue. 


Drains have been cleaned and repaired wherever neces- 
sary. The low places on Sandwich Road in front of the resi- 
dence of Felix Costa which caused bad drainage, were raised 
twenty-four inches and eliminated the bad drainage problem 
in that area. 


Street signs have been erected in various sections of the 
town and others have been painted and re-lettered where the 
lettering on old signs had become unreadable. This work is 
continued every year. 
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Traffic signs have been erected wherever specified by the 
Selectmen and Chief of Police, the work being done by the 
Highway Department. 


Wooden and cement guard post railings in various sec- 
tions of the town have been painted and repaired and are in 
good condition. New railings have also been constructed 
wherever necessary. 


New motors have been installed on the Woods Hole Draw- 
bridge to replace the old motors that were damaged in the 
1944 hurricane. The motors had been dried out at the time, 
but it became necessary to replace the motors this year. 


A new truck and pick-up were purchased in 1949 by the 
Department. The truck is used for general road work and 
the pick-up is used in street cleaning, maintaining street 
signs, painting street lines and various other jobs. 


The corners at Gifford Street and King Street were widen- 
ed to enable automobiles to enter and leave Main Street more 
safely. This is a great improvement in that area. King 
Street was widened 17 feet and Gifford Street was widened 10 
feet. 


Snow and Ice were removed in the usual manner. 


The new repair shop built at the highway sheds has proved 
to be a great help to the Department. We are now able to 
store all heavy equipment and to repair all equipment proper- 
ly. It has proved to be a great saving to the Department. All 
equipment is in good condition. 


In conclusion I want to express my appreciation to the 
heads of all departments, to the committee that served on the 
Highway Repair Shop board, and to my entire personnel for 
the splendid cooperation I have received throughout the year.

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Report of the Park Commissioners 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: 


The Park Commissioners hereby submit their annual re- 
port for the year 1949. 


The Commissioners are deeply grateful to the Selectmen 
for providing the use of the Barn at the Town Infirmary for 
quarters to house the department’s truck and equipment. The 
inside of this building was renovated to provide ample stor- 
age space and a work shop for inside work. The unsightly 
storage shed on Chapel Park, that originally was the pump 
house for the Heights Water Co., was removed and the lum- 
ber used in repairing the new quarters. The large well under 
this old shed was filled to assure public safety. 


Chapel Park was improved by loaming and seeding. 
Through the co-operation of the Highway Dept. the loam 
that was stripped off of Deacons Ave. was delivered free to 
Chapel Park. It was a big improvement at little cost to the 
Town. The building of Deacons Ave. has provided access to 
the long strip of park land along the shore of Falmouth In- 
ner Harbor and is another fine improvement to the park 
system. 


A new flight of steps was built at the Heights Bluff, pro- 
viding easier and safer access to the beach west of the Casino. 
Roses that were donated by Mr. Argento were planted along 
the entire length of fence bordering the Bluff. 


The East Falmouth ballfield was completed with the 
grading of the driveways and parking area. The young 
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growth of trees along the Davisville Rd. was cleared of old 
stumps and a low area alongside the road was filled and 
graded. A new scoreboard has been built by the department 
and will be ready for the coming season. Work contemplated 
for the coming year is the surfacing of the parking area. 


On May 15th the small park at Fresh Pond was formally 
dedicated as “Leonard J. Fonseca Park” with the unveiling of 
the memorial to the late Corporal Fonseca. The large boulder 
donated by F. V. Lawrence, Inc. with the bronze plaque pre- 
sented by the Teaticket Boy Scouts, now serves as a perman- 
ent reminder of this dedication. 


The Woods Hole Playground has been extensively im- 
proved with the placing of 840 yds. of fill in the outfield. The 
material was given by the new Steamship Authority and the 
department paid for the trucking. Additional material has 
recently been placed in the outfield, free of charge by H. V. 
Lawrence, Inc. A special article provided funds for loaming 
and seeding a large portion of the outfield. There is still an 
area left that will need to be loamed and seeded before this 
field is completely finished. A new scoreboard has been built 
and will be ready for the coming season. 


The Village Green was given a top dressing and feeding 
early in the season and during the dry period was watered 
evenings with the permission of the Water Commissioners. 
The fence was painted in the Spring and the Green was Kept 
in good condition throughout the year. Mrs. Eliza R. S. 
Chute has donated an Elm Tree to replace the one on the 
Main St. side which is dead. 


All of the beaches in the Town were heavily patronized 
- during the extreme hot summer, causing a congestion at the 
peak periods which occur over the week ends. This was par- 
ticularly true of parking conditions at the Town Beach on 
Surf Drive. The widened road proved of great value, especial- 
ly after diagonal parking was approved by the Selectmen. 
Further improvement will be effective for the 1950 season 
through the purchase of 350 feet of additional beach with a 
parking space across the road. The Bathing Casino was 
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opened on May 29th and closed on Sept. 14th. The total re- 
ceipts for the season was $3912, including the concession bid, 
which amount was paid into the Town Treasury. 


The department was shocked by the tragic loss of the 
cruiser Constance which took the lives of lifeguard Jack 
Hadley and members of lifeguard Alfred Allenby’s family. 
Jack had just completed his first season at the Town Beach 
and had proven to be an excellent guard. He was liked by 
all who came in contact with him on the beach and especially 
by the children whom he taught to swim and watched over 
so closely in the children’s pool. 


In Goodwill Park the roadsides were brushed out and 
trimming was carried on in sections where the plantings were 
crowded, helping to reduce the fire hazard that has existed. 
A section of the Park, adjacent to Long Pond and including 
the picnic area, has been set off by the Park and Water Com- 
missioners to protect the water supply. A new picnic area 
will be opened around Grews Pond. 


The Town Tree Planting Committee has planted trees 
and shrubs at various parks which in time will add beauty 
to these spots. 


After three years of construction and restoration we feel 
that all parks are in excellent condition and that for the 
coming year the department can confine its activities to gen- 
eral maintenance. The Park Commissioners wish at this time 
to thank all of the Town Departments and the Townspeople 
who have helped us to carry out our heavy program.

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Report of the Town Forest Committee 


Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


A survey of all of the Town Forests of the state was made 
the past year by a forester employed by the Mass. Forest and 
Park Association. In this survey the Falmouth Town Forest 
was classified as Excellent; this indeed should be encouraging 
news to the town, for the survey was made by a man who had 
visited all of the town forests in the state and had a chance 
to compare their values. 


In connection with this survey the Mass. Forest and Park 
Assn. recommends that thru the New England Forestry 
Foundation, which is a non profit Corporation, that a forest 
management plan be made for all town forests, as well as 
privately owned forest lands, their main argument being, 
that while things might be all right now, there should be long 
term programme of forest development which could be car- 
ried out no matter what changes took place in the local per- 
sonel. Details of this plan are contained in a folder sent out 
by the organization, the main points of which are: 


Visual examination of the Forest to determine needs. 
Written report made. 

Forest management plan. 

Marketing timber. 

Forest Improvement. 

Surveying and mapping. 

Service charges. 
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It would seem as if we should consider the question of at 
least taking the first step in this plan which would be to de- 
termine the costs involved, which would probably be about 
$150.00 and we would then be in a better position to know 
just what to do. 


The state forestry department offers a similar plan but 
in both cases the town would have to pay the bill. 


Another survey made this past year by the State For- 
esters Dept. entitled Forest Growth and its Relation to forest 
land Investment on Cape Cod is of particular interest in that 
it seeks to compare forest growth values here on Cape Cod 
with other sections of the State. In this survey a number of 
forest plantings one of them over 70 years old were exam- 
ind, unfortunately the hurricane of 44 had done much dam- 
age to these plantings but forest growth was determined and 
compared with other parts of the state. 


Recommendations include the growing of many varieties 
of hardwoods in certain areas adapted to them such as pa- 
per birch, white ash, tulip tree, poplar, linden, black and 
honey locust, osage orange, holly and ailanthus. Other rec- 
ommendations are as follows: 


Better control of forest fires. 
Better control of insects and diseases. 
Better methods of wind protection. 


The report is good reading for those interested in grow- 
ing trees on Cape Cod. 


Referring to the work in the Town Forest and along the 
watershed the past year; we were able to get quite a number 
of persons from the Welfare Dept. and some 680 man labor 
hours were used in all. This was largely employed in cleaning 
up about the old stands of trees, pruning and thinning, 
brushing out roads, improvement of roads: waterways were 
put in the whole length of Bonney Brae road from route 28 
to the Brick Kiln road. Some five miles of road were cleaned 
up and made passable. 
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The airplane spraying for the gypsy moth control was 
very effective in all of the Long Pond area, no moth damage 
was apparent and the check traps did not get a single male 
gypsy moth. 


One serious problem in the past and apparently getting 
more serious is that of theft of trees from the whole forest 
area. In the spring trees are stolen for planting and at Christ- 
mas time for Christmas trees. In April we lost 20 fine white 
spruces and at Christmas thirty-one trees were cut; all this 
in spite of having two men patrol the area for two weeks be- 
fore Christmas. 


The following notice was inserted in the local paper two 
weeks before Christmas under the name of both the Town 
Forest and Water Shed Committees: Town of Falmouth, 
Warning. All persons are hereby notified that the cutting of 
trees or greens in the Falmouth town forest or on the water- 
shed of Long Pond is hereby prohibited. Any person cutting 
trees or taking greens is doing so in violation of the law and 
is liable to arrest and conviction. Falmouth Town Forest 
Committee, Long Pond Watershed Committee. Apparently a 
good many of the trees are taken at night, and it is very 
difficult to patrol all of the area unless a large force is used. 
Drastic steps must be taken to stop this practice or we shall 
lose a large part of our better trees. 


Since 1942 no new trees have been planted on the water- 
shed or in the Town Forest. There are several areas well 
cleared of brush that could be planted now, two of these on the 
west side and several on the east side, many of these could be 
planted to some of the hardwoods, and now that there is 
better gypsy moth control it would seem as if more hard- 
woods and decidious trees should be planted. Such trees as 
Paper Birch, Black and Honey Locust, Walnut, Poplar, White 
Ash and in some places Norway Maple. A sum not exceeding 
$200 should be used this coming year in the planting of some 
of these areas. We should get back to a programme of plant- 
ing as soon as possible. 


The question of increase in wages voted by the town re- 
cently makes it necessary to pay our foreman $1.25 per hour. 
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If we are to keep up to the amount of work that we have been 
able to accomplish this year we should have an appropriation 
of $3000 in 1950. 


Mr. Roy Allen has been employed about two thirds of the 
year and when other labor has been available like the Wel- 
fare group, he has handled this and at other times he has 
worked alone. It is quite remarkable to see what has been 
accomplished, the whole area has a very decidedly better ap- 
pearance and this had much to do with our getting a rating 
in the Forest Survey of Excellent.

Town Forest Committee. 
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Report of the Tree Planting Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Following is a list of the trees and shrubs etc. planted dur- 
ing the season of 1949. 


On Route 28 from North Falmouth to West Falmouth: 25 
Weeping Willows, of these five were stolen soon after they 
were planted. 


Davisville Road: 70 Maples were planted to complete a 
double line of trees on this road. 


Sandwich Road north of the Coonamessett River: 15 
Honey Locust and 8 Weeping Willow. 


The Flowering crab apples furnished by the State in 1948 
and planted on the circle at North Falmouth were replaced by 
young healthy trees. 


At the Library in Falmouth: 1 Tuilp tree, 1 Maple, and 1 
Weeping Willow were planted to conform with a planting done 
by the Library Trustees. 


At Falmouth Heights: 8 Dogwoods were planted. 


Owing to the very dry summer all of the plantings of 1948 
and one of 1949 had to be watered twice but fortunately we 
lost very few trees. 


All of the trees were given a mulch of manure. 


The Maples on Walker Street were fed with a tree fertiliz- 
er and watered. 
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Up to the present time your Committee has furnished and 
planted approximately 1000 shrubs, vines, roses, etc.; 500 trees 
including Dogwoods, Maples, Oaks, Linden, Birch, Flowering 
Apple, Weeping Willow, Pussy Willow, Hawthorne, Black Pine, 
Horse Chestnut. 


Besides this we have planted and cared for about 300 
trees, shrubs, roses etc., supplied by the State. 


Plans for 1950—In your committee’s first report to the 
Town it was recommended that Route 151 be planted as an 
example of what might be done on an entirely new road cut 
through our native pine country. 


Several factors have combined to make this road one of 
the most heavily traveled in the whole town. The opening of 
the Coonamessett Theatre, and that of the Coonamessett Cor- 
ner Inn at North Falmouth have brought people from all over 
southern Massachusetts to Falmouth and most of these peo- 
ple use this road at least for some distance. Then also it is 
used heavily as a year-round road so that any improvement 
here will be of great advantage to the beauty of the roadside. 


The entire length of this road in Falmouth is a little over 
six miles making about 12 miles of roadside to be considered, 
much of the roadside is now growing up to the native pitch 
pine and in places shrub oak, some of this should be thinned 
and left so that the predominating effect will be that of pine 
and oak. 


This road offers many different types of places to treat in 
planting, embracing in its length hillsides, steep banks, open 
country, deep holes, gravel banks, boulders and scenic views. 
Careful planning will have to be done in this planting and 
the use of the right material, in order not to change the defi- 
nitely natural Cape Cod appearance, but the monotony of the 
pines may be broken by well placed groups of such flowering 
trees aS Dogwoods, Silver Bell, Shad Bush, native Magnolia 
etc. Steep banks planted with many of our native plants and 
there is room in places for such trees as paper birch, hickory, 
Red Maple, poplar, Black and Honey Locust, Weeping Willow. 
Banks may be planted with beach plum, bearberry, barberry 
and in some places with carefully selected varieties of run- 
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ning roses, as well as some of the upright wild roses. There 
is ample room for such plants as the native inkberry as well 
as many other plants native to Cape Cod. 


The consideration of autumn coloring is important and 
trees and shrubs which will harmonize with the shrub oaks 
is necessary. 

Unfortunately on the Falmouth end of the road there are 
no water effects to be made use of, while in Mashpee there 
are several small ponds. To complete the road through Mash- 
pee it is hoped to get the co-operation of the State so that 
the same type of planting may be carried through from North 
Falmouth to the circle in Mashpee. 


Your committee would consider this as a major project 
for the next few years and while not neglecting any other 
necessary planting within the town yet would hope to devote 
most of its efforts to this road.

The Herring Rivers in Falmouth are known as Coonames- 
sett, West Falmouth, Little Pond, Salt, Fresh and Trunk 
Rivers. It was necessary to have a crane clear the outlets at 
Fresh, Salt, Trunk and Little Pond Rivers during the year on 
account of the shore erosion and southerly storms. Force 
pumps have also been used to open culverts when they be- 
came clogged with sand and seaweed. It was also necessary 
this year to clean Coonamessett River from the source to the 
mouth as herring were unable to get up to Coonamessett Pond 
to spawn. 


All herring rivers must be kept open to allow herring to 
enter the ponds to spawn during the season, in accordance 
with a state requirement. Also they must be kept open to 
allow an outlet to the sea to prevent water from backing up 
into cellars in that area.

The Superintendent of the Gifford Street dump reports 
that 15,890 loads of all kinds were brought to that dump in 
1949.

There were 7 garbage licenses issued and 9 for the trans- 
portation of rubbish through the streets, beside the Town 
Contractor’s for the collection of garbage and rubbish. 


The North Falmouth dump takes care of the rubbish in 
that part of the town.

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Report of the Building Commissioner 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen,

Gentlemen: 


Following is a report of the Building Commissioner for 
the year ending December 31, 1949. 


Building activity in Falmouth has been at an all-time 
high the entire year, with estimated cost of new construction 
and alterations for the first time passing two million dollars 
for the year. 


The office has issued 558 permits for building at an esti- 
mate cost of $2,076,938.00. This is an increase of 50 percent 
in number of permits, and 76 percent in total estimated cost 
over 1948, which was the highest year since Zoning was put 
in effect in May 1926. 


Under construction there are two large scale housing pro- 
jects, the Veteran’s project on Gifford Street and a colony of 
new homes in Jericho. A third group of 25 houses at Mara- 
vista has also been started. 


There has been built during the year 361 new dwellings 
at an estimate cost of $1,852,640.00, 79 Accessory Buildings at 
$55,523.00 and 118 Alteration in the sum of $170,775.00. 


176 hearings were held during the year before the Board 
of Selectmen and Board of Appeals for special permits and 
variances as compared to 63 hearings held in 1948. 


Since 1927, the general trend in building has been a de- 
cline until 1934, a rise until 1941, then a rapid falling off dur- 
ng the war until after 1945 since then the rise has been sharp.

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It is with regret that I report that Falmouth’s record of 
two years without a traffic fatality was broken last June with 
the tragedy that occured on Sandwich Road. ‘With the re- 
markable increase in the number of motor vehicles on the 
highways of the town last year, there was only an increase 
of twenty accidents over the total of the previous year. It 
is well to note that one quarter of the total accidents of the 
entire year occurred during the month of August, and that 
the number of persons injured was correspondingly high for 
that month. Considering the traffic problems, the beach situ- 
ation and other factors, I feel it is imperative that additional 
summer officers be hired for the critical June to September 
period of next year. 


The Department made 327 arrests in 1949 compared to 
the 224 arrests in 1948, and this fact alone indicates the defi- 
nite increase in Police activity in the town. This increase can 
be directly traced to crimes other-than motor vehicle viola- 
tions and it can be seen that the Town has more than just 
traffic problems to contend with in 1950. 


The policy of purchasing all new cars for the Department 
each year has proven its worth by the saving of many hun- 
dreds of dollars in maintenance of the cars and cost of trad- 
ing for newer models. With police cars traveling over 100,000 
miles a year on emergency trips and on patrol it is important 
that they be maintained at peak efficiency at all times, and 
the purchasing of new cars each year insures this. The in- 
Sstallation of the new high frequency radios in the cars and 
in the station was completed late in December. The Harvey 
radios now in use in this department represents the latest im- 
provements in the radio field and have ended all communi- 
cation problems encountered with the obsolete equipment they 
replaced.

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Report of Shore Erosion Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: 


The Shore Erosion Committee herewith submits its re- 
port for the year 1949. 


The fourth and fifth units of the program were con- 
structed under one contract in the Spring, consisting of the 
rebuilding of two jetties and building four new jetties to 
protect the town road at Menauhant, and the rebuilding of 
three jetties and one new jetty in the vicinity of the Park 
Beach Hotel and the Casino at Falmouth Heights. 


The sixth unit, the West Falmouth Breakwater, is now 
under construction and will be completed during the winter 
months. 


In prospect for 1950 are jetties at Megansett, Grand and 
Clinton Ave., Maravista, Bournes Pond and Greens Pond out- 
lets. 


Sand fences were repaired and beach grass planted along 
Surf Drive and the Menauhant Rd. A short fence was erected 
at Silver Beach with grass planted behind it to protect the 
dunes. The work done in 1948 has proved to be worthwhile in 
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building up the beaches and in time the fences can be re- 
moved. 


Sufficient funds are available for the coming year to 
meet the State’s allotment for jetty construction. The com- 
mittee is asking for an appropriation of $1000 to perform 
small erosion jobs and to carry on the fencing and beach 
grass planting.

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Report of Recreation Building Committee

Following is the report of the Recreation Building Com- 
mittee for the year of 1949: 


Committee Meetings: 


Regular meetings of the Falmouth Recreation Building 
have been held on the second Monday of each month during 
the year, together with such special meetings as were nec- 
essary to operate the building most advantageously. 


Personnel: 


The Committee is happy to report that there have been 
no changes during the year in the persons regularly employed 
for the purpose of directing the program of the Falmouth 
Recreation Building. Mr. Augustus T. Canty and Mrs. John 
Radcliffe have combined their efforts to guide the building 
through a highly successful year during 1949. 


Finances: 


The appropriations proved sufficient in most items of 
last year’s budget. However, the item for repairs cost consid- 
erable more than had been anticipated. This was true be- 
cause (1) the roof needed emergency repairs (2) the num- 
ber of minor repairs in preparation for painting were more 
numerous than had been expected (3) several pieces of the 
furniture needed immediate repairs. 
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The Town realized a revenue of $1,882.64 from the use 


of the building and its activities. 


Of the $1,755.00 appropriated at Town meeting for the 
painting of the interior of the Recreation Building $1,088.00 
was spent, leaving $677.00 which was returned to the Town.

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Report of the Forest Fire Committee 


Honorable Board of Selectmen

Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit my report as Forest Warden for the year 
ending December 31, 1949. 


Following are the statistics:

The State did not have the funds with which to pay an 
observer in the Fire Tower during the first week of the forest 
fire season. As a result of the existing emergency the Cape 
Forest Wardens held a meeting and each agreed that it would 
be advisable to put an observer in the Fire Tower in his re- 
spective district and pay his salary from funds appropriated 
by the Town. : 

On June 22, 1949, the Governor issued an official procla- 
mation closing all of the woodlands in the State because of 
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the serious fire danger. They were reopened for a short period 
of time and were again closed by official proclamation on July 
28, 1949. This was one of the driest seasons on record which 
necessitated extra Forest Fire Patrols because of the serious- 
ness of this emergency. 


The total number of miles patrolled were 4,133. Total 
amount of gasoline used 513 gallons. Total man hours 273. 


On August 26, 1949, at 10:55 A. M. we were called by Stan- 
ley O. Fisher for a brush fire which had started on Ransom 
Road, Quissett. Upon arriving on the scene it was doubtful 
in my opinion that this fire could be stopped on this road, due 
to the high wind, the density of the underbrush and the dry 
condition of the woodland. I immediately issued a call for all 
available Forest Fire Equipment in the Town, including the 
State Patrol Truck. I believe that the home of Gilbert Oak- 
ley, Jr. which was directly in the path of the flames was saved 
due to the alertness and foresight of Stanley O. Fisher and 
Carleton Wing, who were nearby when this fire started. They 
proceeded to the Oakley home and employed the garden hose 
in wetting down the roof and surrounding premises before the 
Fire Department arrived. He (Fisher) called again before the 
trucks arrived to warn of the seriousness of this fire. After 
approximately two hours this fire was brought under control. 
It is my opinion that this fire was caused by children in the 
neighborhood playing with matches. 


On August 10, 1949, I received a call from the Command- 
ing Officer at Camp Edwards requesting any assistance that 
we might render in helping to stop a serious woods fire which 
was in progress in the Camp area. We responded with the 
Brush Breaker and crew. After working at this fire most of 
the day and late into the night in conjunction with the de- 
partments from neighboring towns and the department at 
Camp Edwards, this fire was checked on Route 130. 


I wish to commend the following members of our crew 
who manned the Brush Breaker and fought so diligently in 
stopping the head fire and preventing it from passing on into 
Barnstable. These boys took such a beating in stopping this 
fire that many were in need of medical attention for several 
days. Some suffered from smoke inhalation while others suf- 
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fered eye injuries. The names of these men are as follows:

The following letter was received from the Commanding 

Officer, Camp Edwards, after this fire: 
15 August, 1949 
Chief George Ferris 
Fire Department Headquarters 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 
My Dear Chief Ferris: 

I wish to express my sincere appreciation for the assist- 
ance provided by yourself and the members of your depart- 
ment in fighting the fire on the Camp Edwards Reservation 
on Wednesday and Thursday, 10 and 11 August. 


The spirit of cooperation in evidence at our meeting here 
on 29 June was again demonstrated in a way clearly indicating 
that in the matter of the preservation of the forests and the 
avoidance of possible loss of other property, our aims are the 
same. 


Range firing is essential to the development of most mili- 
tary units training at Camp Edwards each summer. That 
grass and woods fires sometimes result is unfortunate. Pre- 
cautions are taken; yet sometimes assistance from outside 
sources is needed. Such was the case last Wednesday, and 
for the help you and your department afforded, we are deeply 
grateful. 


It will be appreciated if you will extend our personal 
thanks to all members of your department who responded to 
our call for help.

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The Department responded to the Town of Mashpee on 
several occasions during the past year to extinguish woods 
fires. 


On August 28, 1949, we received a call for a woods fire on 
Route 151 which was headed in the direction and threaten- 
ing Camp Edwards. It was only through the prompt response 
of the local apparatus and equipment from Camp Edwards 
that this fire was checked. It is my opinion that this fire was 
of incendiary origin, due to certain evidence found and turned 
over to the State Police. 


I would like to urge all persons who are interested in as- 
sisting the Fire Department in fighting forest fires and who 
wish to be paid for this work to report to a Deputy Warden 
who will direct their efforts, keep a record of their time work- 
ing at the fire and be dismissed by the Deputy Warden when 
their assistance is no longer needed. 


On August 31, 1949, I received a call from Mr. Sherman, 
Custodian of the Gifford Street Dump which was afire to come 
to that area. Upon arrival at the scene, it became evident 
that the fire was communicating to hurricane debris which 
had been dumped there after the last two hurricanes and 
which was burning directly under the high tension wires of 
the Cape & Vineyard Electric Company, whose lines supply 
Falmouth and the Islands with electricity. It was soon evi- 
dent that we needed more water than was possible to trans- 
port by truck and as a result the members of this department 
layed 3000 feet of 1144” and 2%” hose from the hydrant on 
Gifford Street to the high tension lines. It was only through 
hard work and unbearable heat did the members of this de- 
partment manage to save the wooden poles which carry these 
high tension lines. I called the Cape & Vineyard officials who 
arrived on the scene shortly and witnessed this fire. 


In view of the serious situation existing on Gifford Street 
in connection with the Town Dump, I strongly urge all of the 
voters of the Town to support an article which will appear on 
the warrant and which will be presented by Dr. Harold O. 
Hunt, requesting a 6” water main extension to the Gifford 
Street Dump entrance and a 2” extension into the dump area. 
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Throughout the year I have done considerable work on the 
fire breaks by use of the bulldozer, brushing out and burning 
between fire lanes. It has been the policy of Chief Ray D. 
Wells in the past to Keep these fire breaks clear. I have gone as 
far with this work as funds appropriated would allow. I am 
requesting an additional appropriation this year in my budget 
to carry on this important work. The foliage is considerably 
more dense this year and, therefore, making the brush fire 
situation more dangerous and the importance of maintaining 
these fire breaks and Keeping them clear is obvious. 


Iam also requesting in my budget, funds to carry on the 
Forest Fire Patrol. Due to the long drought and the serious 
dryness of the countryside this past year, it was necessary to 
double up on the Forest Fire Patrol during certain days. The 
permanent members of this Department, on their days off, 
took their turn willingly along with the Junior Callmen to 
keep this patrol in operation. I wish to cite one incident 
which occurred on this patrol during the past year and to 
emphasize the importance of maintaining it. On this parti- 
cular day, Acting Captain Elmer A. Robbins was in charge and 
was patroling the Sam Turner Road area in Hatchville at 2:40 
P. M. on May 9, he discovered a fire at the home of Arthur 
Winn. This fire was caused by the sun shining through a glass 
jug of water and setting fire to pine needles which were bank- 
ed against the house. Through the alertness of Captain Rob- 
bins and his crew on this patrol, the fire was promptly extin- 
guished and property loss was kept at a minimum. 

On September 8, 1949, I requested the County Commission- 
ers to replace a leaking tank on the County Brush Breaker No. 
1 and to repair the front springs. These repairs were made 
by the Barnstable County Commissioners at an estimated cost 
of $1,015.00 to the County. This piece of equipment is vitally 
important to the upper Cape area during the brush fire sea- 
son. This piece of equipment is loaned the Falmouth Fire De- 
partment by the County and all major repairs to this equip- 
ment are paid for by the County.

Sir: 


I hereby submit my annual report of the Fire Alarm sys- 
tem for the year ending December 31, 1949. 


Due to the extremely mild weather conditions the Fire 
Alarm work has been more or less of a routine nature such 
as periodic testing and examination of all alarm boxes and 
associated equipment. 


A considerable amount of work has been completed this 
past year at Woods Hole due to the widening of Water Street, 
about twelve hundred feet of new construction was required 
to make this change, also, it was necessary to remove three 
sections of overhead wires and use temporary wires on the 
ground so that the Methodist Church and the Shiverick house 
could be moved to their new locations on School Street. 


Several ICS storage batteries were bought this past year 
to replace those that were found to be in poor condition. I be- 
lieve that the balance of the batteries will go for another year 
after which they will have to be replaced with new ones. 


I recommend that all Alarm Boxes be painted this year as 
it is my practice to do so every two years, and I also, recom- 
mend that all fire alarm circuits be trimmed of branches etc. 
that are growing into and causing grounds in all alarm circuit 
wires. 
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I wish to state that the new Fire Alarm Truck is very use- 
ful and very satisfactory in all respects, and has proven to be 
a good investment for the Town. 


At this writing the Alarm System is in good working con- 
dition and should continue to do so, unless some unforseen 
storm, etc. comes along.

I hereby submit my annual report in compliance with de- 
partmental orders. 

The entire call force in the Department were given the 
required number of drills for the year in the various sections 
of Town. Some companies had extra drills at their request, 
for the benefit of the new men coming into their companies. 
The new men in all the companies have progressed satisfac- 
torily and taken hold very well in all respects. Captain Rose 
of Engine No. 4, has given his company fundamental work at 
the company meetings at the request of the new men in the 
company. 


Several indoor drills are pending with the Companies at 
this time for additional information in blackboard work and 
various evolutions in Fire Department work. 


All hose in the Department was tested as usual with some 
not meeting the required test and the replacement is needed 
this coming year. 


The officers and men of all stations have been very co- 
operative and interested in their duties, and I thank them all 
at this time. 


The four assigned drivers of the new Aerial Ladder No. 1, 
were given instructions by the Maxim Company demonstrator 
Mr. Windberg, who spent five (5) days here until the operators 
were capable of driving and operating the truck, other mem- 
bers of the permanent force were also instructed by Mr. Wind- 
berg. The drivers are doing a fine job with their new assign- 
ment. 
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This year the Junior Callmen have been called upon, on 
many occasions, to assist in burning, patrolling and fighting 
fires and at all times have done commendable work and seem 
to enjoy serving in that capacity as members of the Fire De- 
partment. 


I have assisted Deputy MacWhinnie in the Fire Preven- 
tion Bureau again this year. It has been interesting, most es- 
sential and growing very rapidly. 


Several groups of school children have inspected the sta- 
tion in Falmouth as part of their school work and have had 
the various pieces of equipment and appliances explained to 
them.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF 


At this time I wish to report that there are 10 men under 
provisional appointment by Civil Service. Up to the present 
time, an established list has not been received but is expected 
within a short time and according to the information I have 
on hand there are only five names on this list. In the mean- 
time I have requested an entry examination by Civil Service 
and I have been advised that one will be held shortly. Any 
veteran wishing to take this examination may procure appli- 
cation forms at my office. 


Iam sorry to report that the vote taken at Town Meeting 
permitting the Chief of the Department to appoint callmen to 
the permanent force was not in order as I have been advised 
by the Director of Civil Service that this was not possible since 
the callmen have no status under Civil Service. 


During the year a change was effected in the duties of the 
Call Captains relative to authority in their respective stations. 
This change was believed to be in the best interest of the De- 
partment and was made with full approval of the Board of Fire 
Engineers. It was decided that the permanent men in charge 
at the various stations were to be appointed provisional cap- 
tains with full authority in quarters and at fires. 


On February 18, 1950, an examination for captains will be 
held for these men who are now holding provisional appoint- 
ments. This examination is restricted to the lieutenants of 
the Department who must have served at least one year in 
this capacity. 


At this time I wish to take the opportunity to thank those 
Call Captains who have served the Department so faithfully 
and efficiently and whose cooperation has been most helpful 
over a period of years. 
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It is with regret that I have to report the death by fire of 
five persons during the past year. On June 26, 1949, at 1:06 
A. M., the Department was notified by George Pinto, Sandwich 
Road, Hatchville, that a serious automobile accident had oc- 
curred in front of his home. Upon arrival we discovered the 
car to be completely involved by fire. After extinguishing the 
blaze, three bodies were found in the wreck burned beyond 
recognition and two others lying on the highway seriously 
injured. At this time I would like to ask the public to be kind 
enough to refrain from calling the Department by telephone 
after the fire horn has sounded—please wait at least 15 or 20 
minutes to give us a chance to get under way. This will per- 
mit the desk man an opportunity to get an outside line in order 
to call the necessary doctors and nurses in such an emergency. 
As a result of the trunk lines being jammed on this particular 
occasion, there was some delay in securing an outside line to 
make the necessary calls for medical assistance. 


On August 13, 1949, at 12:01 P. M., the Department was 
called by the Police Department who had become suspicious of 
fire after investigating the exterior of the home of Fannie 
Gomes, Brick Kiln Road. Upon arrival of this Department on 
the scene, a forcible entry was effected by the Police and Fire 
Departments. It was discovered that a fire had occurred ap- 
proximately three or four days previously. Lying on the floor 
near a bed the mattress of which had been consumed by fire 
was the body of Mrs. Fannie Gomes. In a nearby bedroom 
lay the body of five year old Ruby Burke. Upon investigation 
by the Medical Examiner and Lieutenant Peloquin of the State 
Fire Marshal’s Office, it was determined that these persons 
had died by asphyxiation due to a fire which is believe to have 
been started by careless smoking in bed. 


The two largest fires of the year were on October 13 and 
15, 1949. The former was a barn owned by David Howell, West 
Falmouth, housing a new 1949 Buick sedan. The latter was 
the residence of Mrs. H. F. Hamilton, Megansett which was 
destroyed by fire. Both of these buildings were total losses 
due to the fact that they were situated in isolated sections of 
the Town and were completely involved by fire before being 
discovered and reported to the Fire Department. 
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On October 9 through 15, 1949, Fire Prevention Week was 
observed by this Department. Various members of the force 
participated in Fire Prevention activities. Talks were given 
at the schools on Fire Prevention methods and also before 
various organizations of the Town. Loud speakers were in- 
stalled in the village over which various members of the De- 
partment spoke on Fire Prevention. The week’s activities were 
brought to a close by a parade on Saturday, October 15, 1949. 
All of the personnel and equipment of the Department were 
on display for the first time together with floats which were 
entered by various business firms of the Town. 


During the year the Department received the following 
new equipment: 


Fire Alarm Truck 
Chief’s Car 


65-foot Aerial Truck 


The new aerial truck was delivered on October 21, 1949. 
Present at Open House which was held at Headquarters were 
many visiting Chiefs of the State together with local Town 
Officials. A demonstration of the new equipment was put on 
by the Maxim Motor Company of Middleboro, Massachusetts, 
makers of the new truck. I believe that this piece of equip- 
ment will prove invaluable to the Town in rescue work should 
a serious fire occur. 


After due consideration of the discussion held at the last 
Special Town Meeting relative to the new High School, the 


attitude of some of the people was shocking to behold, the 
safety of the children seems to have been the last thing taken 
into consideration. I do not know whether these people real- 
ize that a fire occurs in a school building every three hours in 
the United States and Canada according to the National Board 
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of Fire Underwriters. “To be forewarned is to be forearmed.” 
It is my suggestion that the Building Needs Committee be 
given the support of the Town Meeting Members and it is my 
earnest recommendation that the committee include in the . 
plans and specifications a sprinkler system in the new High 
School and, if necessary that an additional sum of money be 
appropriated to cover the cost of this necessary fire protection. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the mem- 
bers of the Permanent and Call Forces for their cooperation 
during the past year.

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Planning Board herewith submits its report for the 
year 1949. 


This year has been the most active year for the Planning 
Board. The regular monthly meetings have been supplement- 
ed by many special meetings and hearings. In our new ca- 
pacity as a Board of Survey, we have held numerous hearings 
on subdivisions of land. 


Undoubtedly, our major step towards providing active 
town planning was realized when the Town at the Special 
Town Meeting in August voted to have the Planning Board 
secure the services of a Town Planning Expert to create a 
master plan and an overall survey of the Town in relation to 
street, adequacy of public buildings, recreational facilities, 
traffic routing and control, population trends and other mat- 
ters essential to such a survey. For this project we have been 
fortunate in obtaining the services of Arthur A. Shurcliff and 
Sidney N. Shurcliff, Town Planners of Boston. They are well 
acquainted with Falmouth, and we have called on them for 
counsel previously. 


In the year 1949, the board recommended to the town, 
that Town Beaches be restricted and that a Beach Commis- 
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sion be created for the purpose. The summer of 1949, accent- 
uated our belief that some restrictions were necessary to 
provide adequate beach facilities for our residents, winter and 
summer, and their guests, and to relieve the traffic and beach 
congestion that existed. These measures were adopted at the 
August Special Meeting. 


The Board has adopted a set of subdivision regulations. 
These regulations are adopted from the recommendations of 
the State Planning Board. We hope to have these printed in 
booklet form early in 1950. 


We anticipate an even more active year in 1950 and will 
appreciate continued cooperation and support throughout the 
coming year.

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Report of West Falmouth Library 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


A comparison of figures shows this closing year of the 
decade to have been an average one for the library. There 
was a slight drop in circulation to 3,493, and a slight in- 
crease in books acquired from all sources with 191 volumes 
added to the shelves, 115 of which were donated. This brings 
the total of books in the library to 5,051. Thirty-nine new 
borrowers were recorded. Five books were borrowed from 
the Division of Public Libraries in Boston during the year.

Report of the Committee to Investigate the 
School Building Needs of the Town 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


At the Annual Town Meeting in February 1949 it was 
voted 113 to 57 to rescind the vote on Good Will Park “as a 
site for the proposed new high school”. On another article it 
was voted 114 to 55 to purchase as a site for the proposed new 
high school the so-called Chute-Worthington property on the 
northerly side of Shiverick’s Pond, containing approximately 
10.2 acres. 


With the assistance of Dr. Jesse B. Davis, Educational 
Consultant, and Mr. Haynes, architect, the Committee has 
endeavored to determine the educational needs of the Town, 
and to incorporate these needs in a six year high school 
building. In other words, rather than adapt plans to our 
needs, the Committee has felt it was better practice to con- 
struct a building specifically planned for our needs. 


Consideration has been given to the growing school pop- 
ulation. The present six year high school, with an enrollment 
of 630, is occupying twenty-seven (27) class rooms, labora- 
tories and shops, housed in four different buildings—the High 
School, Junior High School, Village School, and Public Li- 
brary. The proposed building will provide forty (40) such 
units as well as a library, gymnasium, auditorium and cafe- 
teria. If the number of children now enrolled in the elemen- 
tary schools continue through high school, there will be an 
enrollment of approximately 1,050 in the high school in 1955. 
With the rapid growth of the Town it is felt that the small 
percentage not continuing through high school will be more 
than offset by the number of new pupils moving in. 
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There is an immediate need for the Junior High School 
building for elementary grades. The Village School is filled 
to capacity and is increasing each year by two classrooms 
(60-70 pupils). This means that within four years the eight 
classrooms on the first floor of the Junior High School can be 
filled by the over-flow from the Village School. Additional 
space must be provided for elementary children next Septem- 
ber and the situation will become progressively worse with 
each passing year. A new high school started now would re- 
lieve this situation in 1951 and provide the educational fa- 
cilities so badly needed for the entire school population. 


In planning the presentation of the proposed new build- 
ing to the voters of the Town a brochure was published by 
the Committee to inform the public of the need for a new 
school, the type and size necessary to accommodate the in- 
creasing enrollment for a period of years, and to answer many 
of the questions which would be asked. The brochure was 
ready the first of December and 2,350 copies were mailed and 
about 1,000 distributed to the people of Falmouth. 


The Committee has held twenty-nine meetings since the 
last annual report, twelve of which were meetings before local 
organizations for the purpose of presenting plans and answer- 
ing questions about the proposed new high school. 


At a Special Town Meeting held 14 December 1949 a mo- 
tion that $1,500,000 be raised and appropriated for a new 
high school was defeated by a vote of 101 to 94. It was voted 
90 to 25 to refer the article back to the same Committee on 
school building needs for further study, with instructions to 
report at the next Annual Town Meeting with schedules 
amounting to approximately one million dollars. To guide 
the School Building Needs Committee a show of hands was 
requested from Town Meeting members to indicate whether 
they were in favor of a traditional or contemporary type of 
architecture for the exterior. The vote showed about three 
to one in favor of the traditional. A further expression of 
opinion was requested as to whether the Building Committee 
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should present a single plan or alternate plans. The show of 
hands was approximately three to one in favor of a single 
plan. 


The Committee is now working on new modified plans to 
meet the wish of the voters and will be prepared to present 
the results of their further study to the Annual Town Meeting 
in February 1950.

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Report of Water Commissioners 


We respectfully submit herewith our report on the ac- 
tivities of the Water Department for the year of 1949. 


The past year was outstanding as to water department 
activities in both our maintenance and construction branches. 
There was a very large increase in the quantity of water fur- 
nished, and an increase of 20% in new service connections, 
as well as an extensive program of new construction. All 
these combined to make the year 1949 the most active one 
in the history of the water works. 


Our new construction included major projects specifically 
authorized by the Town at Town Meeting, as well as minor 
extensions of the mains, which the commissioners are author- 
ized to install under certain conditions, without a specific 
vote of the Town. The latter comes under the so-called minor 
extension standing vote of the Town. All our major projects 
were carried out by contract, the plans and specifications for 
which were prepared by our Superintendent and Engineer, 
and the supervision was carried out under his direction. 


The outstanding feature of the year was the prolonged 
drought starting on May 30th, which made very unusual 
demands on our distribution system. There was no shortage 
of water, as the pond level kept up fairly well, but the capa- 
city of the mains in certain sections was not sufficient to 
supply the demand. This was notably the case in North Fal- 
mouth. A shortage of water existed very generally through- 
out the Eastern part of the country, and particularly in the 
New England states, but Long Pond, being fed largely by 
underground springs, and not being dependent on the water 
falling on the slopes of the water shed which immediately 
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adjoins the pond, maintained its level as before stated. We 
assume this to be due to the fact that the rain water falling 
on the Cape takes a long time to reach the pond. 


We were required to use about all the pumping equip- 
ment that we had for prolonged periods of time. This 
included the main steam pump, the gasoline driven centri- 
fugal pump, and the Waquoit station, which takes its sup- 
ply from driven wells, and is operated by electricity. These 
were all running at the same time and for much longer per- 
iods than ever before. 


We had a little difficulty in securing pipe and fittings 
this year, but the prices remained at a constantly high level, 
the only decrease being noted at the end of the year in cast 
iron pipe and copper tubing. Due to our purchasing large 
quantities throughout the year, we are able, as in the past, 
to get the lowest price on all Kinds of pipe and fittings. This 
is true even though we buy small quantities at a time, be- 
cause the suppliers base their price to us on the i) sala 
amount purchased during the year. 


Extension of Mains 


The main extensions voted by the Town were adver- 
tised for bids and let out to contract. The contract was award- 
ed to Turner and Breivogel, Inc., the lowest bidder, and was 
signed April 6, 1949. Some of our minor extension work was 
also done under the same contract, there being a clause al- 
lowing us to vary the stated quantities by 20%. Our own 
maintenance force was very much rushed keeping up with 
the demand for new service connections and renewals of the 
same, and we therefore found it very useful to be able to 
have a trained contractor help us out. 


The major extensions voted at the Annual Meeting in 
1949 were for the so-called Boardman property in North Fal- 
mouth, and a renewal of the line to Metoxit, in Waquoit. As 
to the Boardman extension, there was some little difficulty 
in getting the necessary pipe on time and there was a delay 
in getting approval of the roads by the Planning Board, as 
required by the vote. The owner of the property, therefore, 
decided to install this extension at his own expense, but under 
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the supervision of the Town. This was agreeable to us, and 
the work was done by the same contractor who had done a 
great deal of work for the Town in the past few years. We 
supervised the job, and in the forthcoming annual meeting, 
the owner is asking the Town to take over the extension and 
add it to the system, reimbursing him for the cost. This 
meets with our approval, subject, of course, to the required 
guarantee and easements. There are already several houses 
supplied with water from this extension. 


The Metoxit extension was carried out without any un- 
usual difficulties and in good time. The street is very narrow 
and it became necessary to have one way traffic during part 
of the time that the work was going on. However, we under- 
stand that very little complaint was made of blocking traf- 
fic, and the property owners were very cooperative and 
patient while the work was going on. Another major project 
which did not appear until the latter part of the summer 
was an extension of the mains into the Veterans Housing 
development on Gifford street. This was provided for in the 
special Town Meeting of August 31st, and we had been given 
some advance notice of the possibility of this extension and 
had provided the necessary pipe and fittings so that when it 
was finally voted, no time was lost in proceeding with the work. 
Laying the sewers has caused some difficulty with broken 
mains; but we have been able at all times to maintain fire 
pressure in all the hydrants on the development. 


Other extensions voted at Town Meeting were Bay Road, 
North Falmouth, the Lawrence White development off Shore 
Street, and the Norris extension off Shore Street. An ex- 
tension of small pipe was made to the Green Meadows de- 
velopment, under minor extension fund, as voted by the Town. 


Only one of the 1948 extensions was uncompleted at 
the beginning of the year. This was the Cordwood Landing 
Road extension, much of which had been laid in 1948. It 
was all connected up with the system this year and put into 
service early in the spring, and has resulted in a large in- 
crease in fire pressure at the end of the line near Silver Beach. 
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Pumping and Water Consumption 

Our report under this heading will be largely a repetition 
of that of 1948, except that the drought in 1949 was of much 
longer duration. There was no rain from May 30th to July 
7th, and only very small amounts after that up until after 
Labor Day. As before stated, there was no shortage of water, 
but due to the drought, there was a very much heavier de- 
mand for water to sprinkle lawns, irrigate gardens, and for 
general domestic purposes. The main difference between 1948 
and 1949 was that North Falmouth was the critical section. 
The pressure became so low at times in North Falmouth 
that the fire department warned us there was no available 
water for fire purposes. We also had reports of several houses 
without water due to the large use for lawns and gardens. 


East Falmouth and Teaticket were well taken care of by 
the Waquoit Station. Although pressures in Woods Hole and 
the Village were somewhat lower than in previous years, 
there was always an adequate supply for fire purposes. North 
Falmouth needs a new main and probably a standpipe. Stud- 
ies for these are now under way and will be reported on at 
the forthcoming annual meeting. While it may not be pos- 
sible to make any major improvements this year in accord- 
ance with the recommendations, it is our intention to clean 
out the 10” line from West Falmouth to North Falmouth, 
so that in case of another drought, we will be able to deliver 
more water to North Falmouth. 


Quality Of Water 

As in the past, frequent analyses of the water have been 
made by Metcalf and Eddy, of Boston, and by the State De- 
partment of Public Health. Samples are taken at represent- 
ative points of the system and at any other point that is 
indicated by a complaint from any of the takers. We had a 
very disagreeable experience in the spring of the year re- 
sulting from rusty water. This came right after the pipe 
cleaning operations, and before we had a chance to put into 
operation our new lime dosing apparatus. We could not 
overcome this condition by blowing off hydrants, as this has 
the effect of still further agitating the rusty deposits inside 
of the pipe, and the only safe procedure was to wait patiently 
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until the water resumed its normal condition. The condition 
was so widespread that a public meeting was held for the 
purpose of discussing the matter. Many citizens were present 
and the water department was represented by Mr. Shaw, of 
Metcalf and Eddy; Mr. Kingsbury, of the State Board of 
Health; the Water Commissioners, and the Superintendent. 
The unanimous opinion of the water authorities was that 
there was nothing at all dangerous in the situation that was 
caused by iron rust in the pipes, resulting from an excess of 
oxygen in the water of the pond, and that this could only be 
overcome by increasing the alkalinity of the water by the 
addition of hydrated lime. The condition persisted for about 
a month, but by the time the meeting was held, it had im- 
proved greatly, and thereafter there was no further trouble, 
except in the fall of the year when the usual hydrant inspec- 
tions were made. Opening them causes a temporary stirring 
up of the water, but this usually lasts only for two or three 
days. The new lime dosing machine is now in operation and 
feeds into the system in a much more uniform manner than 
the old machine did. It is arranged so that the amount of 
lime is automatically porportioned to the quantity pumped. 


All examinations made by our chemists and by the State 
Board of Health have proven the water entirely satisfactory 
from a health standpoint and have shown it to be ‘“‘free from 
bacteria characteristic of pollution.” Treatment of Long 
Pond water has been continued as in the past. A very small 
amount of chlorine is added as a precautionary measure, un- 
der recommendation of the State Public Board of Health. 
This is usually absorbed by vegetable organisms soon after 
it is inserted in the water, and tests made in the Village 
and elsewhere, over a mile from the pumping station, showed 
the absence of any residual chlorine. 


Maintenance 

Our eguipment is in good shape, and except for one 
truck, which it is hoped to replace this year, no extensive 
work needs to be done. One of our most useful pieces of 
equipment is a gasoline driven pavement breaker. This is 
carried in our main truck_and will do most all the necessary 
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cutting of asphalt. When there is an unusual thickness or two 
layers, it is necessary to hire a compressor. 


The usual annual hydrant inspection and painting was 
carried out. We are obliged to keep a close watch on hy- 
drants as we occasionally find they have been operated by 
Stillson Wrenches and otherwise improperly, resulting in 
twisted stems and other damage. 


Standpipes 


Repairs were made during the year to che Quissett 
Standpipe and the West Falmouth Standpipe. These tanks 
have been in service 51 years and 46 years respectively. The 
seams and joints in the Quissett tank were caulked, a new 
ladder built and a stiffening frame placed on top of the tank, 
after which the entire tank was painted with aluminum. It 
is now in reasonably good condition, but due to its age and 
the fact that during its early years many rivets were allowed 
to rust, it will not be possible to completely restore the tank 
to its best condition. With a small amount of annual re- 
pairs we should be able to keep it in service for a few more 
years. To completely restore it would be more expensive than 
an entire new tank. 


Finances 


Both our receipts and our expenditures have increased 
materially over 1948. The receipts increased partly because of 
an increase of the minimum rate from $14.00 to $16.00 a year, 
and largely because of a greatly increased use of water during 
the year. The net receipts for the year were $107,511.04, as 
against $91,578.66 in 1948. Our expenditures were naturally 
much higher because of the need for running and pump- 
ing facilities faster and for longer periods of time. There was 
also a large increase in the number of new services installed, 
and many additional meters to take care of services connected 
in 1948 without meters. This came about because the meters 
were not available at that time. Prices of material held quite 
high, except in a few instances. The financial report will 
show a water surplus, representing the difference between 
water income and water expense. We hope to be able to use 
this surplus to build up a reserve to take care of contemplated 
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expenditures for new pumping equipment, which will be an 
absolute necessity in the very near future. Our budget for 1950 
includes the total amount needed for note and bond payments 
and interest resulting from outstanding obligations. If new 
extensions are voted, some other provision will have to be 
made for meeting their expenses. 


We realized at the beginning of the year that it would 
be difficult to carry on the work of the department with the 
budget voted. We, therefore, deemed it advisable to ask for 
additional funds at the special Town Meeting in August. 
The Town voted to transfer to our maintenance fund some 
balances left from various extensions, plus a surplus of some 
$5,000 which had been carried since the first of the year. 
We were just able to- get through the year, even with this 
additional appropriation, because of the various factors be- 
fore mentioned. ~ a 


In our budget for 1950, we have assumed that the year 
-would be‘more normal as far as dry weather is concerned, and 
that there would be a decrease in the number of new ser- 
vice applications. Of course, this is a pure gamble, and if we 
are requested to make even more service connections than 
last year, and if we have another dry year, it may be neces- 
sary to again ask for a transfer of funds. 


. As has been explained many times before, we are obliged 
to make service connections whenever requested by property 
owners and although we are reimbursed for the stock used, 
we still have to advance the money out of our budget to buy 
that stock. 


Other work which was not anticipated was the re-location 
of hydrants and service boxes in Woods Hole, due to the 
widening of Main Street. 


Hydrants 

In connection with the various new extensions there 
were 21 new hydrants added to the sytem during the year as 
well as one on the East Falmouth State Road in an area that 
was formerly poorly protected. We were obliged to change the 
location of a hydrant in Woods Hole on account of the widen- 
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ing of Main Street and one in front of the Falmouth Recrea- 
tion Building to get it out of the danger from automobiles. 
There were four hydrants broken .during the year by auio- 
mobiles; in every case we were able to shut off the water 
promptly so as not to cause too much inconvenience to the 
public. There is still a great deal of work on hydrants re- 
maining to be done. We have 59 in the system not operated 
with auxiliary gates. If these hydrants are struck by auto- 
mobiles it is usually necessary to shut off a considerable 
stretch of main pipe in order to repair them, leaving the 
takers out of waier; this is particularly unfortunate at night 
because a hydrant of this type broken off then must be re- 
paired immediately and doing this work in the night time is 
particularly difficult. On the other type of hydrant we shut 
off the auxiliary gate and make repairs the next morning. 


Long Pond Watershed 


Since the Town rejected Goodwill Park as a school site 
it is probable that the Park Department will eventually have 
control. Pending this transfer, the Park Department has 
been making plans for a fire break. We met with them and 
agreed tentatively on a line separating the land which we 
believe the Water Department should control from that of 
the rest of the park. This would give the Water Department 
a strip approximately 500 feet wide. As they wished to clear 
a fire break this past summer because of the prolonged dry 
spell, we were requested to survey and bound out the proposed 
division line so that they could proceed immediately. 


The status of the so-called Lawrence Parcel on Long Pond 
was the subject of much discussion and some litigation in 
April. The excavation of gravel was in progress by the owners 
of the land and we felt that their operations were coming too 
close to Long Pond; the Town authorities also felt that the 
zoning law was being violated and so obtained an injunction 
against further operation of the contractor. A hearing was 
held before a master appointed by the Superior Court. The 
report of the master rendered in August upheld the Town’s 
claims and declared that the operations of the contractor were 
in violation of the zoning law. The injunction was then made 
permanent. 
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Soon after this, application was made to the Town for a 
change of zoning so that excavation could be made in this area. 
The Town as a result voted to change to light industrial an 
area of land from Gifford Street to a line 500 feet back from 
Long Pond. At the present writing no work was done in this 
area. 


Organization 

At the annual Town Meeting in February Ormond C. El- 
lery was re-elected for the three year term. The Board has 
consisted this year of George R. Thayer, Ormond C. Ellery and 
Joseph R. Hall. It was reorganized with Mr. Thayer as Chair- 
man and Mr. Hall as Secretary. The operating staff con- 
tinued essentially the same as before with George A. Griffin 
continuing as Superintendent and Engineer, in charge of office 
and outside work. The maintenance force underwent a few 
changes early in the spring. These consisted ot the resigna- 
tion of the former foreman and two other men, and the ap- 
pointment of a new foreman for the outside work. We lost 
by death during the year, Mr. Howard L. Freeman who had 
been employed as stock supervisor for many years. Mr. Free- 
man was a loyal member of the staff and showed enthusiasm 
and interest in the work on which he was engaged. He will 
be missed by his former associates. 


We have reduced our permanent force by two men, but 
made use of more temporary help than in previous years. We 
believe the organization is at a high state of efficiency, and 
we wish to express to the personnel our appreciation for the 
part each one has played in the department’s work. 


Recommendation 

There are several articles in the forthcoming warrant call- 
ing for extensions of the mains, several of which have been 
carried over from previous years. At the time of this report 
we have not been informed in detail of the new extensions 
asked for. We realize that many requests for extensions are 
very worthy, and if the Town continues to grow as it has in 
the last few years provisions must be made to supply new de- 
velopments with water. We do, however, urge the voters to 
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have in mind the financial situation of the department and to 
vote only for those extensions which are urgent and will bring 
an adequate return to the Town. 


The following is the report of the Engineer of the Pump- 
ing Station and certain financial data and statistics relative 
to the water works.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF ENGINEER 


January 10, 1950 
To the Board of Water Commissioners: 


Gentlemen: 
I herewith submit my report for the year 1949. 


In spite of a very dry year and pumping the largest 
amount of water of any previous year, Long Pond is not un- 
usually low. The gauge at this time shows 11% inches above 
the low water mark. 


Engine Room: 


The demand for water for sprinkling the first part of the 
summer put an unusual load on the pumps and the Worthing- 
ton steam pump was run up to capacity a good part of the 
time, day and night, along with one of the gas pumps. 


The restriction on the use of sprinklers which went on the 
first of July helped considerable. Trouble again developed 
with the condenser pump anchor bolts shearing off and emer- 
gency repairs were made the same as in the summer of 1948. 


Boiler Room: 


The boiler and appliances are in fairly good condition at 
this time, after the replacement of a part of one superheater 
and the retubing of the feed water heater. 


The brickwork of one furnace has been partially rebuilt 
and the arches and dead-plates replaced. 


Living Quarters: 


No repairs have been made the past year in this part of 
the plant.

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Report of the School Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The School Committee has held a total of thirty-five meet- 
ings—twelve regular and twenty-three special—during the 
year. 


Two members of the Committee, Mrs. Ruth H. Farrell and 
Mr. Azel C. Young, resigned during the year and the positions 
were filled through the appointment of Mrs. Abigail J. Powers 
and Mr. Robert J. Tilden. 


At the close of school in June two high school teachers 
were lost through retirement. Mrs. Laura C. Moore had taught 
in Falmouth twenty-eight years, and Mrs. Vera E. Abbott 
twenty years. They served long and faithfully and will be 
missed. 


A lunch room was opened at the East Falmouth School 
last spring which has been operating successfully. Equipment 
is being purchased for a lunch room at the Teaticket School 
and it is expected this will be in operation within a very short 
time. The only remaining school without a hot lunch program 
is Woods Hole, and if there is a need and an expressed desire 
for one there it can undoubtedly be arranged. 


An audiometer was purchased for the schools through the 
interest and financial help of the Falmouth Grange. 


A dental clinic for the application of sodium fluoride was 
held in July and a total of 407 school children were treated. 
The United States Public Health Service was secured for the 
work through the cooperation of the School Committee and 
the Falmouth Parent-Teacher Association. The success of the 
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project was largely due to the efforts of Mrs. Shirley Crooks 
of the Parent-Teacher Association and Miss Holden, School 
Nurse. 


During the summer the playground at the Teaticket 
School was regraded and seeded and a fence erected on the 
side near the State Highway. 


A course in Driver Education has been approved by the 
School Committee and it is expected that a dual control car 
for instructional purposes will be available early in the year. 


A detailed financial report is contained in the following 
pages. We call your attention to the fact that State re- 
imbursements, tuition fees, and other refunds reduce the net 
cost of schools to the Town by $35,450.59.

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Report of the Special Sewerage Committee 


To the Citizens and Property Owners 
of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Ejector Station has been completed for the Woods 
Hole Sewerage System and the equipment has been installed 
ready to use. 


On August 9, 1949, a contract was awarded to Rev-Lyn 
Contracting Company, 9 Hudson Street, Lynn, Massachusetts 
to furnish and install a submarine outfall for the discharge of 
sewerage. This contract has been completed at a cost of 
$25,139.25 and the work has been approved by the engineers. 


Sewer pipes have been installed in the several streets. 
The sewer in East Street has been found to be defective. 
Haley and Ward, contracting engineers, have declined to ac- 
cept the system until the East Street sewer has been replaced 
by a new one, satisfactorily installed. We anticipate that this 
work will start at an early date.

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Report of the Public Welfare 


To the Citizens and Property Owners 
of the Town of Falmouth: 


An expenditure of $57,776.34 was made, during 1949, for 
General Relief. Of this amount, $12,041.66 was chargeable to 
other Cities and Towns and State leaving a net cost of 
$45,734.68 to the Town of Falmouth. 


We have aided, during the year under General Relief, as 
a monthly average, 68 cases consisting of 177 persons at an 
average monthly cost of $28.30 per person. 


An expenditure of $51,801.16 was made for aid granted 
under the department for Aid to Dependent Children. Reim- 
bursements from the Federal Government and State amount 
to $33,024.88 leaving a net cost of $18,776.38 to the town. Pro- 
per attention to the medical, dental and surgical needs of the 
children and mothers, in accordance with requirements of the 
department, have been attended to. 


A total expenditure of $6,956.36 has been dispersed for the 
maintenance of the Falmouth Infirmary. The sum of 
$1,308.42 has been charged to individuals and outside aid to 
other towns, leaving a net cost of $5,647.94. 


We have received many contributions of clothing and 
shoes, which we gratefully acknowledge, and wish to assure 
the persons making these, generous contributions, that they 
have been put to good use. 
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The department deeply appreciates the assistance of the 
Nursing Association, the School Nurse, and the Agent of the 
Ss. P. Cc. C. 


Mrs. Sophie J. Torres is serving as Clerk, and Mr. Felicio 
M. Franco, Jr. is serving as Agent and Investigator of the Pub- 
lic Welfare Department.

In comparing statistical data for the years 1948 and 1949, 
we find no indication of any change in the average monthly 
case load figure. A review of the records shows the monthly 
average, reported as 108 cases in 1948, remained the same for 
1949. 


There has been a slight decrease in the number of per- 
sons receiving assistance under the Old Age Assistance pro- 
gram—from 113 cases reported at the end of 1948 to the 
present 104 cases. However, this decline in the case load has 
not resulted in a corresponding decline in the cost of admin- 
istering aid. Expenditures have been steadily rising due 
primarily to: 


1. The constant changes in laws, policies, and procedures 
initiated by the State Department of Public Welfare or 
the Legislature, to help recipients maintain a standard of 
living comparable to these times. (As a result of new 
legislation, effective December 1, 1949, an allowance of 
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$4.00 per month for “Leisure Time Activities” was includ- 
ed in the assistance payment of all old age assistance 
recipients.) 


2. The increased costs of “extra” needs, among which 
the item requiring the greatest expenditure is that of 
medical care. (New legislation, effective November 25, 
1949, also increased the per diem rates for hospitalization 
from $8.00 to $10.00.) 


Other important changes in laws enacted by the Legis- 
lature in 1949 are those affecting the ownership of real estate 
and increased exemptions in: (a) personal property; (b) cash 
surrender value of life insurance.

Report of the Tree Warden | 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Tent Caterpillar webs and Fall Web worms were not 
cut this year but were sprayed. The Elm trees were sprayed 
six times with DDT concentration for the prevention of the 
Dutch Elm Disease. About 650 elm trees of the town have 
been trimmed for the prevention of the Dutch Elm Disease. 
New trees have been planted and fertilized. The usual tree 
trimming has been carried on as well as possible. Home own- 
ers are again urged more than ever to plant trees on their 
property, not only for shade and beauty but for property 
value. 

In 1949 four hundred and eighty-nine brown tail nests 
were collected during the winter months. They were cut and 
burned. 

The State Department of Conservation urges us more 
than ever not to pile the elm wood in the open unless it has 
been peeled. Spray all elms to control leaf eating insects, 
such as browntail moth, gypsy moth, hag moth, tent cater- 
pillar, fall web and elm leaf beetle, to keep elms in healthy 
growing condition. 

Please notify your Tree Warden immediately when you 
notice any of the symptoms. Beware of irresponsible men 
calling themselves “experts” who condemn your trees. Re- 
member only a laboratory test can determine whether your 
elms are diseased.

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Report of the Moth Superintendent

Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit my report as Moth Superintendent for 
the year 1949. 


Spraying for the elm leaf beetle was taken care of as 
much as possible. The sprayers again are in very good con- 
dition for another year as I have just overhauled them. 

Iam again asking for $2500. to prevent the Dutch Elm 
Disease from getting a foothold here in this town by pruning 
out the dead wood from the elms. I am also asking for $3000. 


for spraying elms with D.D.T. for prevention of Dutch Elm 
Disease. 


The entire town has been sprayed by airplane with the 
help of county, federal and state funds, with very satisfactory 
results. By spraying before the foliage appears, young cater- 
pillars are killed by coming in contact with D.D.T. residue on 
branches and twigs. 

With Dutch Elm Disease at our back door, owners of elms 
should contact the Moth Superintendent or some responsible 
person to have their elms trimmed and sprayed with D.D.T. 
concentration to help control the elm bark beetle carrier 
which spreads this awful disease. 


The Department of Conservation has reimbursed the 
Moth Department in the amount of $1200.

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Report of the Falmouth Housing Authority 


On March 3, 1949 following the Town Election the Fal- 
mouth Housing Authority organized as follows:— 


Chairman John P. Sylvia Jr: 
Vice Chairman Frank E. Worcester 
Treasurer Delmar R. Jenkins 
Assistant Treasurer Alvan L. Nickerson 
Secretary Roland H. Choate 


Choice of Site and Number and Types of Units 

There was great delay in procuring the approval by the 
State Housing Board of a site for the location of the Veterans’ 
Housing units. A representative of the State Housing Board 
examined several sites selected by the Falmouth Housing Au- 
thority and also examined other sites near the center of Fal- 
mouth. Finally the property known as “The Larches” located 
on the Easterly side of Gifford Street just beyond the Box- 
wood Club was approved by the State Housing Board as, in 
their opinion, the most acceptable site. This site was there- 
upon chosen as the location for the houses to be constructed 
for veterans’ housing. 

Veterans’ applications for housing were slow in coming 
in. An active campaign was undertaken to obtain as many 
applications as possible. Even this did not result in as many 
applications as the Falmouth Housing Authority would have 
liked to have had. The result was that the State Housing 
Board at this period stated they would not grant 30 housing 
units to Falmouth. 

The members of the Falmouth Housing Authority insisted 
that any veterans’ housing units to be constructed in Fal- 
mouth must be of the single-family type. The State Housing 
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Board at first was insistent that it would be necessary to have 
either double houses or multiple houses. 

Notwithstanding the efforts of the members of the Fal- 
mouth Housing Authority to make progress the delay con- 
tinued. Through contact with certain State authorities an 
appointment was made to meet with the Chairman of the 
State Housing Board in Boston. On April 14, 1949 all of the 
members of the Falmouth Housing Authority attended a Bos- 
ton meeting at the offices of the State Housing Board and 
had an extended discussion of the matters in dispute and of 
the lack of progress in the veterans’ housing project for Fal- 
mouth. On May 5, 1949 Chairman Frederick W. Roche of the 
State Housing Board met with the members of the Falmouth 
Housing Authority at Falmouth. As a result of that meeting 
and conference it was decided that Falmouth could have 50 
housing units all to be of the Cape Cod single type houses, 
the State Housing Board to be given the right to take charge 
of the matters of engineering and architecture so that the 
project would proceed with expedition. 

Within a few days after this meeting with the Chairman 
of the State Housing Board, engineers of the New England 
Survey Service, Inc. were at the site surveying and making 
plans for the construction of roads and the division of this 
site into desirable lots for 50 houses of the Cape Cod type of 
construction. As a result of this engineering, a layout of the 
tract was soon made and planned so that there would be very 
little grading for roads and for the construction of the 50 
houses to front on these roads. Members of the Falmouth 
Housing Authority considered this layout very desirable and it 
was accepted. 

The State Housing Board designated A. J. Schumacher, 
Architect, of Cambridge to serve in that capacity for this 
project. He spent much time at meetings of the Falmouth 
Housing Authority, also on the site with members, engineers 
and others; also in viewing the Cape Cod type of houses 
throughout the Town shown to him as desirable types and 
preferred by the Falmouth Housing Authority. Plans and 
specifications were prepared, were thoroughly gone over, and 
discussed at meetings of the Falmouth Housing Authority, 
some changes and modifiications were made, after which the 
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plans and specifications were accepted: by the Falmouth Hous- 
ing Authority. Appreciation is given to many Falmouth busi-: 
ness men and contractors for their helpful suggestions made 
to the members of the Authority on these matters. 


Planning Board Approval 

Approval of the Planning Board of the site and the lay- 
out were necessary. Their requirement was that each and 
every lot as laid out be very definitely set forth on the plans, 
i.e. with courses, distances and measurements. This caused 
a considerable amount of additional work and some delay and 
additional expense but it was done as promptly as possible 
and after public hearings before the Planning Board the lay- 
out plans were approved. 


Financing Contract with the State 

The next step was to arrange for the financing. Under 
Chapter 200, Acts of 1948, as amended, the financing of a 
State-Aided veterans’ housing project is by a contract for 
State Financial Assistance between the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts and the housing authority, i.e. the Falmouth 
Housing Authority. After careful consideration a contract 
was entered into between the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts and the Falmouth Housing Authority by which the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts agreed that State financial 
assistance would be furnished to the Falmouth Housing Au- 
thority up to the amount of $534,000.00. This contract, of 
course, was made to a great extent through the efforts of 
the State Housing Board and was approved by the State Hous- 
ing Board and also approved by the Board of Selectmen of 
Falmouth. This contract for State financial assistance was 
dated August 2, 1949. 


Construction Bids and Contract 

Invitations for Bids for the construction of the 50 Cape 
Cod houses, together with the necessary grading and other 
work, were advertised publicly and on August 5 were publicly 
opened at the Falmouth Town Hall. There were six bidders 
all of excellent reputation, ability and integrity. The success- 
ful bidder was Francis J. Dolan of Jamaica Plain, Boston, do- 
ing business as F. C. Dolan & Sons. On August 18, 1949 a con- 
tract was signed by the Falmouth Housing Authority with F. 
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C. Dolan & Sons in the sum of $431,750.00, the work to be com- 
menced at once and to be completed within 240 days. 


Acquisition of Site 

In the meantime, not then having arrived at satisfactory 
terms with the owners of the site, and in order not to inter- 
fere with the progress of the work it became necessary to pro- 
ceed to take the site by eminent domain proceedings. <A vote 
authorizing the taking was passed by the Falmouth Housing 
Authority on August 8, 1949. Robert J. Tilden, Esquire, was 
employed as counsel to handle the legal end of the proceedings 
and the site was taken on August 12, 1949. Later an agree- 
ment was arrived at with the owners and a deed was also ob- 
tained. 


Temporary Loan for Construction 

To procure the necessary funds for the construction work, 
with the approval of the State Housing Board, the Falmouth 
Housing Authority advertised for bids for a temporary loan 
of $515,000.00. Bids were received from the following financial 
interests, viz:— 


Bessemer Trust Company of Jersey City, New Jersey 
-78 of 1% plus $21.00 premium 

J. P. Morgan & Company and The Second National Bank 
of Boston—.80 with $26.00 premium 

Solomon Bros. and Hutzler—.83 with $11.00 premium 

National Shawmut Bank—.80 with $5.15 premium 

Chase National Bank and C. J. Devine Company acting 
together—.83 with $10.00 premium 


The temporary loan was awarded to the Bessemer Trust 
Company of Jersey City, New Jersey on their bid, the notes 
were issued and the money received. The Falmouth National 
Bank was selected as depository for the Falmouth Housing 
Authority and a Development Fund Agreement was entered 
into with the Falmouth National Bank on August 11, 1949. 


Subcontracts 

At the same time the General Contract bids were called 
for, the Falmouth Housing Authority had also advertised for 
direct bids on plumbing, heating and electrical work. The 
practice and the requirement in a public contract is that the 
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successful General Contractor shall take over under his Gen- 
eral Contract the successful sub-bidders of this character. 
The successful sub-bidders were A. Belanger & Sons, Inc. on 
heating, Alexander Pate on plumbing, David Quinn on elec- 
trical work. Like nearly all large public contracts this was a 
union job, so called. Every reasonable effort was made to avoid 
any hold-up in the progress of the work because of labor 
troubles. On the plumbing, Alexander Pate, the successful bid- 
der withdrew at the request of the Falmouth Housing Author- 
ity when it was found that otherwise trouble might arise be- 
cause his business was not unionized. Cannon’s, Inc. of 
Hyannis, who were unionized, the next succesful bidder, took 
over this plumbing work. 


Sewerage Disposal 

The Architect and the State Housing Board found it im- 
possible to obtain the approval of the State Board of Health 
for septic tanks as the sewerage disposal method in this pro- 
ject. It became necessary to provide for and have built a 
small separate sewerage disposal system for the project and 
such a system was devised by the Architect, together with the 
assistance of the engineers of the State Board of Health. 

Plans and specifications for this work were prepared. In- 
vitations for bids were advertised. There was only one bid— 
that of the General Contractor, F. C. Dolan & Sons, for the 
sum of $36,000.00. It was deemed advisable to award the con- 
tract to him and this was done and the sewerage system as 
required and as approved has been built and installed. 


Present Progress of Construction 

The 50 houses are now entirely erected and closed in. On 
almost all of them the interior work such as plastering and 
interior furnishing and equipping is now proceeding. These 
houses are of three different types known as Types A, B, and 
C. They ali have living rooms, a combination kitchen and 
dining room, and either two or three bedrooms. About 15 of 
the houses have cellars in which are located the heating units 
The reason these have cellars is that the grade of the land 
where they are located is such that it is easier and better con- 
struction to have cellars under these particular houses. The 
other houses being located on entirely flat surfaces are built 
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on heavy concrete slabs. In these houses without cellars 
there are utility rooms located on the first floor. There are 
no rooms on the second floor of any of these houses. How- 
ever each has a cubby hole access to the second floor for 
storage purposes. All of the houses have modern convenien- 
ces such as automatic oil heaters, electric refrigerators, ranges 
with gas fuel. 


Rentals 

As to the probable rental of these houses nothing definite 
can be said. However, reference can be had to the statement 
of the Chairman of the State Housing Board publicly made 
here in Falmouth at the breaking of the ground on August 
30, 1949, that he felt that the rents would run around $35.00 
a month and upward dependent on the veteran’s earnings 
plus the cost of utilities. 


Construction Supervision 

During the construction of the work, the State Housing 
Board had a representative, who was Thomas F. Vahey of 
Falmouth, who has been constantly on the job inspecting the 
work. The Falmouth Housing Authority selected as its repre- 
sentative, Harold C. Randall, Building Inspector of Falmouth. 
In order to have Mr. Randall serve, he being also employed by 
the Town, it was necessary to obtain the assent of the Board 
of Selectmen and of the State Housing Board. These assents 
were obtained. The Falmouth Housing Authority would feel 
amiss if it did not publicly state in this report that the serv- 
ices of Harold C. Randall on this project have been of the 
highest efficiency and are fully appreciated. 


Selection of Veterans as Tenants , 

Over 130 veterans have now filed applications for housing 
in this project. While these houses have been under construc- 
tion many have obtained other adequate living quarters and 
some have moved away. The members of the Falmouth Hous- 
ing Authority are now going through what might be termed 
as a “screening” process of these applications. It will be a dif- 
ficult task for them to make selections from the numerous 
applicants of those to be the first occupants of these houses. 
In this respect they have to conform to certain rules and regu- 
lations and specifications as formulated by the State Housing 
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Board. Every effort will be made to efficiently and fairly carry 
out these requirements. 

Although strictly this veterans’ housing development is 
a State Aided project and not a Town of Falmouth project, 
nevertheless it is entirely for the benefit of the Town. The 
main purpose is to afford adequate living quarters at moderate 
rental for Falmouth Veterans. The members of the Falmouth 
Housing Authority are elected by the voters of the Town. The 
Town has the right to contribute by appropriating money if 
it so desires. In 1948 and again in 1949, the sum of $500.00 
was appropriated. This money was necsesary for the prelim- 
inary expenses. The Town has laid out the streets as public 
ways and has appropriated money for and installed a 6-inch 
water main through the streets. This water main installation 
was done quickly by the Falmouth Water Department, in fact 
over one weekend and very efficiently. The property is tax 
exempt but in lieu of taxes an annual payment will be made 
to the Town. 

On its part, the State guarantees the temporary notes 
and the permanent bonds or notes, the proceeds of which 
finance this project. The State also contributes an annual 
subsidy. There is also a State Housing Board supported by 
State funds for the purpose of seeing that this and the other 
housing projects are well administered. 

The members of the Falmouth Housing Authority appre- 
ciate the cooperation of the Town Boards and officials and the 
assistance voted by the Town. It is sincerely hoped that when 
completed the citizens of Falmouth will feel that this project 
is a desirable one and that it will fulfill the purpose for which 
it is intended, namely, to furnish at moderate rental adequate 
housing for Falmouth Veterans.

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Report of Claims and Suits 


January 23, 1950 


Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Dear Sirs: 


I herewith submit a report as to Claims and Suits dis- 
posed of during the calendar year 1949 and of the Claims and 
Suits which are now pending against the Town and pending 
cases brought on behalf of the Town. 


A. Cases Disposed of in 1949. 


1. Sophia McLean vs. County of Barnstable, (Barnstable 
Superior Court) 


This case involved a claim for damages for land taken 
and damages to remaining land of this owner near and at the 
corner of Main Street and Depot Avenue, Woods Hole. The 
taking was made by the County of Barnstable for the purpose 
of widening Main Street, Woods Hole, but the Town of Fal- 
mouth was ordered to pay the damages and defend this case. 
During the long delay before the case could be reached for 
jury trial discussions were had from time to time for the pur- 
pose of settling the case without the expense of a jury view 
and trial. In October as the case was about to be reached for 
trial an amount was suggested which appeared to Counsel 
and Board of Selectmen as a moderate and fair amount par- 
ticularly in view of the expense of hiring experts and other 
court expenses. A settlement was therefore made and the 
case closed. 
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2. Winslow Carlton vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth 
(Appellate Tax Board No. X-77749) : 


The petitioner in this case sought to reduce the tax as- 
sessment for the year 1948 on his summer residential prop- 
erty at Woods Hole. An adjustment was made satisfactory 
to petitioner and his counsel and the Board of Assessors. 
Thereupon the case was withdrawn. 


3. Marion T. Carroll vs. Board of Appeals of the Town 
of Falmouth (No. 48-142) 


Mrs. Marion T. Carroll filed an Appeal to the State Emer- 
gency Housing Commission from a refusal by the Board of 
Appeals of the Town of Falmouth to make a variance in her 
application so as to permit the conversion of a garage owned 
by her on Forrest Avenue, Falmouth Heights, into a one- 
family dwelling. This case was heard at Boston on April 29, 
1949. Both sides presented their evidence and witnesses and 
were represented by counsel at this hearing. On May 6 the 
decision of the Emergency Housing Commission was received 
by which Mrs. Carroll was denied the relief sought under her 
appeal and the action of the Falmouth Board of Appeals was 
sustained. 


B. Cases Pending Against the Town. 


1. City of Boston vs. Town of Falmouth (Suffolk Super- 
ior Court) 


This case is based on a claim by the City of Boston that 
it furnished welfare and other aid to individuals alleged to 
have settlements in Falmouth. The amounts involved are 
very small. It would appear that in due course this case would 
be settled or dropped. The small amount involved does not 
warrant the time and expense of a jury trial. 
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2. James F. Connolly vs. Town of Falmouth (Barnstable 
Superior Court) 


Plaintiff is the owner of the property on Vineyard Sound 
side of Menauhant Road at the Great Pond bridge. After 
the 1944 hurricane it was necessary to rebuild the bridge and 
highway. This work was done under the supervision of the 
State Public Works Department. The grade of Menauhant 
Road at plaintiff’s property was raised in order to give easier 
access to the new bridge. Plaintiff claims large damages 
based on his allegation that the work was done negligently. 
The case is on the list of jury cases for trial in April, 1950. 


3. Tanglewood Hotels, Inc. vs. Board of Assessors of Fal- 
mouth (Appellate Tax Board No. X-81930) 


Petitioner is the owner of 431.7 acres of land together 
with the buildings thereon located West of the Railroad Sta- 
tion in Falmouth (a portion of the former Beebe property). 
The property is assessed at $17,243.00. Petitioner alleges that 
this is an over-valuation and claims the fair cash value is but 
$6,000.00 and seeks to have the Appellate Tax Board reduce 
to that amount. This case will in ordinary course be heard 
and determined some time during the current year. 


C. Other Pending Cases 


1. Harold C. Randall, Building Inspector vs. Sidney W. 
Lawrence (Barnstable Superior Court No. 21074 
Equity) 


In April, 1949 it became necessary in order to prevent 
further excavation of gravel and commercial use of the prop- 
erty owned by Sidney W. Lawrence located but a short dis- 
tance from Long Pond, (the source of the public water supply 
of the Town) to prepare and file a Bill of Complaint in the 
Barnstable Superior Court and request a Restraining Order. 
The Bill of Complaint was filed on April 20, a Temporary Re- 
straining Order obtained and served and after a further 
hearing before the Superior Court at Barnstable on April 25 
the Restraining Order was continued in effect by Judge Col- 
lins. At the same hearing, the case was referred to Harold 
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W. Williams, Esq. as Master. A view was taken by the Master 
and Counsel that same afternoon. Hearings were held before 
the Master on May 2 and May 3 and the case argued by Coun- 
sel. Later briefs and requests for findings were filed with the 
Master. On August 29 notice was received of the draft report 
of the Master. Following that there was a hearing at Barn- 
stable before the Master on his Draft Report and the Master’s 
Final Report was filed on September 29, 1949. 

This Master’s Report in substance found that the prop- 
erty on which the gravel excavation and other work of that 
character was being carried on was in a Single Residence 
Area; that this area had not been used for business purposes 
before the Zoning Law took effect and, of course, that there 
had been no misrepresentation or fraud or unfair conduct on 
behalf of the Town. In fact the position of the Town was in 
all respects sustained by the findings of the Master. 

This case is still in the active files of the Superior Court 
at Barnstable. It was to some extent affected by the vote 
passed at the Special Town Meeting changing the premises 
of Sidney W. Lawrence from a Single Residence District to a 
Light Industrial District followed by the granting of a per- 
mit by the Board of Selectmen that gravel excavation could 
be maintained in the area 500 feet Northerly from the shore 
of Long Pond. 


2. Harold C. Randall, Building Inspector vs. A. Miriam 
Scannell (Barnstable Superior Court Equity No. 
21059) 


This is a Bill of Complaint brought on the ground that 
the maintenance by the defendant on her property in Quis- 
sett of a 2-way radio antenna used for purposes of business 
and for commercial uses is a violation of the Zoning By-Law, 
defendant’s property being located in a Single Residence Dis- 
trict. Kenneth E .Wilson, Esq. was appointed Master by the 
Superior Court, took a view and heard the parties and evi- 
dence, after which he filed a draft report later followed by a 
Master’s Final Report. The case is still pending in Superior 
Court. It is expected that a Final Decree will soon be entered 
on the Master’s findings.

During the year 1949 there were several small claims 
against the Town for damages. These were adjusted by the 
Selectmen with the advice of Counsel. The larger portion of 
the amount of money available for settlement of claims and 
suits was used in the settlement of the McLean vs. County of 
Barnstable case. Therefore it is recommended that the cus- 
tomary sum of $500.00 for settlement of claims and suits be 
again raised and appropriated for 1950. There is no question 
but that there is a considerable saving to the Town to have 
a fund like this for settlement of claims and suits. 


To summarize:—there is now one case in the Barnstable 
Superior Court pending against the Town, i.e. Connolly vs. 
Town of Falmouth; one Tax Appeal Case pending before the 
Appellate Tax Board, i.e. Tanglewood Hotels, Inc. vs. Board of 
Assessors of Falmouth; two unfinished equity cases brought 
by the Building Inspector of Falmouth i.e. the case against 
Sidney W. Lawrence and the case against A. Miriam Scannell.

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Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth 


The following have been adopted as standing votes of the 
Town of Falmouth. 


ARTICLE I. Town Meetings. 


Section 1. Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented 
to the moderator in writing. 


Section 2. No vote involving the expenditure of any sum 
of money shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at which 
it is passed, unless public notice of the intention to move such 
reconsideration be given within thirty minutes of the passage 
of such vote. The town clerk shall note in writing the pas- 
sage of such vote and also the time when the notice of re- 
consideration is given. 


ARTICLE II. Annual Town Report 
Section 1. The annual town report shall contain: 


(a) The reports of all town boards, officers and commit- 
tees having the control or expenditure of the town’s money, 
including a list of all indebtedness against their departments, 
which does not appear in their financial statement. 


(b) A report of all town meetings held during the year, 
including the articles of the warrant and the action of the 
meeting thereon. 


(c) Reports or abstracts of reports, of all special com- 
mittees made at any meetings held during the year, together 
with any action taken at said meetings, including committee 
appointments and resolutions passed. 
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(d) All by-laws, rules, regulations and standing votes in 
force covering town meetings or relating to the town busi- 
ness. 


ARTICLE III. Selectmen. 


Section 1. The selectmen shall have a general oversight 
of all town affairs, whether conducted by special boards or 
not; and have the right to make any suggestions for the bet- 
ter conduct of the department, board or committee, and if 
such recommendations are not heeded, they shall make a re- 
cord of the same in the annual town report, that the town 
may take such action as seems best. 


Section 2. The Selectmen shall appoint suitable persons 
to the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, fire 
wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field drivers. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except 
water commissioners, oil, coal and fuel oil. The various boards 
and committees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or 
earlier if required by the selectmen) send in writing to the 
board of selectmen the estimated amount of oil, coal and 
fuel oil required for the use of their respective departments 
or committees for one year. The selectmen shall, prior to 
the 15th of July in each year, advertise for bids to furnish 
the required amount of oil, coal and fuel oil, and shall award 
the contracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The contrac- 
tor for oil, coal and fuel oil shall give bonds in an amount 
satisfactory to the selectmen (said bonds to be not less than 
one quarter of the total contract) for the faithful perform- 
ance of his contract. 


Section 4. The selectmen shall include in their annual 
report to the town: 


(a) A general statement of the town’s affairs during the 
past year and recommendations of the selectmen for future 
requirements. 
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(b) A report of all claims which are outstanding and all 
suits to which the town is a party, together with a full ex- 
planation of the circumstances and the standing of each case 
at the time of the report. 


(c) A report of all streets laid out or constructed during 
the year, the length and width, cost of construction and 
amount of land damages in each instance. 


(d) A list of betterments assessed during the year. 


ARTICLE IV. Water Commissioners 


Section 1. The water commissioners are authorized 
and directed to make minor extensions of water mains when, 
in their judgment, such action would be for the interest of 
the town, the cost of such extensions to be paid from the 
funds in their hands, provided that not more than ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000) be expended on such extension in 
any one year. 


ARTICLE V. Highway Surveyor. 


Section 1. The highway surveyor shall have authority to 
award contracts for building new roads. 


ARTICLE VI. Transportation. 


Section 1. No elected officer of the town of Falmouth 
shall receive any compensation for transportation within the 
limits of the town. 


Section 2. When any officer or member of any board, paid 
or unpaid, is called upon to go to any point outside the town 
of Falmouth on official business connected with the duties of 
his office, he shall be entitled to receive pay on the following 
basis: If he travels by rail or by water, he shall be allowed the 
amount of his fare; if he travels by motor vehicle, he shall be 
allowed at the rate of five (5) cents per mile of travel. 
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Section 3. Where it is necessary to transport by automo- 
bile or truck any laborers employed by any department of 
the Town, (a) the expense incurred shall be charged in as 
“transportation of labor’; (b) all charges for transportation 
of labor shall be made on the basis of so much per hour or 
per day for the actual time consumed by the conveyance in 
transporting the labor; (c) all expenses for transportation of 
labor shall be charged against the appropriation for that par- 
ticular work on which the transported laborers are employed. 


Section 4. Any automobile or truck employed by the town 
and carrying one or more laborers whose work is connected 
directly with the operation of the truck, or any apparatus or 
materials carried by the truck, shall be charged under “truck- 
ing” at so much per hour or day, and shall not be entitled to 
any additional charges for transportation of labor. 


ARTICLE VII. General 


Section 1. At any town meeting when special com- 
mittees are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed nam- 
ing the compensation of the committee and also a sum of 
money for expenses of such committee, otherwise the select- 
men shall not draw orders on the treasurer for either services 
or expenses. 


Section 2. All departments are authorized and empow- 
ered to consult counsel at any time in connection with their 
duties. 


Section 3. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of 
the tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on 
orders countersigned by at least two of the selectmen. 


Section 4. Any persons indebted to the town for poll 
taxes or otherwise shall have such debt deducted before pay- 
ment by the treasurer from any sum due him from the town 
for work on roads or for any other service performed. 
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Section 5. On all town work, for the performance of 
which competitive bids are received, the award of the con- 
tract shall be to the lowest responsible bidder; preference 
always going to citizens, when other conditions of the situ- 
ation are equal. 


Section 6. All bids for advertised contracts of the town 
shall be returnable at the selectmen’s office at a given time 
and shall be publicly opened and read by one of the select- 
men at that time. 
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By-Laws of the Town of Falmouth 


The following constitute the by-laws of the Town of Fal- 
mouth, duly approved, (except the Zoning By-Law which is 
printed in a separate booklet.) 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Section 1. There shall be a finance committee, consisting 
of fifteen voters of the town, of whom five shall be elected for 
the term of one year, five for the term of two years, and five 
for the term of three years, and thereafter five be elected an- 
nually. They shall serve without compensation. The moder- 
ator shall at each meeting appoint a committee of three to 
retire and nominate the requisite number of voters, who shall 
if elected by the meeting, become members of the finance 
committee. 


Sect. 2. The finance committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said com- 
mitee may consider such questions with reference to the 
conduct of the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and 
may consult with any and all officers, boards, and committees 
of the town with reference to matters under their supervi- 
sion; they shall consider the various articles in the warrant 
for any annual or special meeting, called during their tenure 
of office, and shall make a report of their doings and recom- 
mendations to the town. 
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Sect. 3. The finance committee may hold hearings if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money 
unless authorized by vote of the town. 


Sect. 4. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the 
town. 


(Originally approved by the Attorney General, April 8, 
1911.) (Approved as amended by the Attorney General, March 
10, 1916). Revised in 1922. 


TRAFFIC BY-LAWS. 


Sect. 2. No persons having charge of a vehicle in a pub- 
lic street shall refuse or neglect to stop the same or place the 
same as directed by a police officer, special officer, or traffic 
officer. 


Sect. 3. That for the violation of the foregoing regulations 
there shall be a fine not exceeding $20.00 for each offense. 


(Approved by the Attorney General April 9, 1925). 


Sect. 4. No vehicle shall stop or stand within the inter- 
section of any street, nor within ten feet of a corner or post 
hydrant or within twenty feet of the entrance of any fire 
station. 


Sec. 5. Upon approach of fire apparatus, the driver of a 
vehicle of any description shall immediately drive his vehicle 
as far as possible to his right hand side of the street and keep 
said vehicle stationary until such apparatus shall have passed 
a distance of three hundred feet beyond. 


Sect. 6. No vehicle shall approach closer than three hun- 
dred feet of a piece of fire apparatus if traveling in the same 
direction. 
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Sect. 7. No driver of any vehicle shall park, drive or leave 
a vehicle unattended within three hundred feet of a fire; or 
fire lines, if established by the fire or police departments. 


Sect. 8. In case of fire, the fire department, their officers 
and members with their machines and equipment shall have 
the right of way in all public streets and ways of the town as 
against all other persons, and no person shall hinder or ob- 
struct them in free passage therein, nor drive over any hose 
lines belonging to the department with any vehicle of any de- 
scription, or remove, injure or in any manner disturb the 
members thereof, their machines, hose or equipment when 
stationed or laid at a fire, except under the sole direction of 
the officer in command of the Fire Department. 


Sect. 9. Any persons violating any of the provisions of 
these by-laws or regulations shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than twenty dollars. 


Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the Chief of Police to be 
present at all fires, or in his absence some officer or officers 
of the Police Department, for such duty to enforce the above 
regulations. 


(Approved by the Attorney General Sept. 17, 1928). 


PLANNING BOARD BY-LAWS AND REGULATIONS 


Sect. 1. A board of twelve members is hereby created and 
established to be known as the Planning Board. Four members 
of the board shall be elected at the annual town meeting in 
each year to serve for the term of three years. 


Sect. 2. Vacancies occurring in the board shall be filled 
until the next annual meeting by appointment by the board of 
selectmen, and at the annual meeting the vacancy shall be 
filled by election for the unexpired term. 
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Sect. 3. The duties of such board shall be such as are 
stated in Chapter forty-one, Sections seventy to seventy-two, 
of the General Laws of the Commonwealth, and further to 
consider and advise upon municipal improvements either at 
the request of other officials of the town or upon its own ini- 
tiative. The board shall meet at regular intervals. It may 
also hold public meetings. It shall at all times have access 
to all public documents or information in the possession of 
any town official or department. It shall examine the plans 
for the exterior of any public building, monument or similar 
feature, and for the development and treatment of the 
grounds about the same before the adoption thereof, and may 
make such recommendations thereon as it may deem need- 
ful. It may make investigations and studies relative to new 
street and park developments. It may provide for public lec- 
tures and other educational work in connection with its re- 
commendations. Said board may incur expenses necessary to 
the carrying on of its work within the amount of its annual 
appropriations. 


Sect 4. All plans for laying out, extending, discontinu- 
ing or changing the limits of any street, public park or square, 
and every purchase of land for the site of any public building, 
and all plans for the location, erection or alteration of public 
buildings, shall be submitted to said board for its opinion at» 
least two weeks in advance of action by the board of select- @, 
men. 


Sect. 5. Such boards shall make a report to the town an- 
nually, giving information regarding the conditions of the 
town and any plans or proposals for the development of the 
town and estimates of the cost thereof. Such report shall be 
sent to the selectmen not later than such time in January in 
each year as selectmen may prescribe or as may be prescribed 
by law in force relative to reports, and a copy thereof shall be 
filed with the Massachusetts department of public welfare. 

(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 
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BY-LAW AS TO GUARANTEE OF WATER MAIN 
EXTENSIONS 


All future extensions of the water mains, except such as 
in the opinion of the Water Commissioners are necessary to 
improve the system shall be under a guarantee of not less 
than nine percent annual income unless the town shall decide 
otherwise by a two-thirds vote at an annual meeting. 


(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 
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FIRE PREVENTION BY-LAWS IN BUILDINGS 


Section 1. Chimneys. 


Par. 1. All chimneys hereafter built in any building, used 
for habitation, business, or for public assembly, shall be built 
of brick or other incombustible material, constructed from the 
ground up and not supported or hung in any way by wood or 
other combustible material. 


Par. 2. All chimney shall have a terra-cotta flue lining, 
unless the chimney walls are 8 inches or more in thickness 
and shall be carried up to at least 1 ft. above the highest point 
of the roof. 


Par. 3. No smoke pipe or metal flue shall pass through 
any wooden partition without a safety thimble of fire-proof 
material, the thickness of the partition. 


Section 2. Fire Stops. 


Par. 1. All buildings used for habitation, business or for 
public assembly hereafter erected, shall have fire stops in the 
material composed of some incombustible material, set with 
mortar in the following manner: 


(a) IN BRICK OR STONE BUILDINGS: the space be- 
tween the furring on the walls and between the studding of 
all partitions shall be filled solid and flush to a height of 1 
inch above the floor partition in each story. The space be- 
tween such partitions of all floor joists as rest on partition 
heads shall also be filled to the same width as the studding 
above. 


(b) IN WOODEN BUILDINGS: the spaces between the 
studs of bearing partitions in the 1st story, between the studs 
of each exterior wall in the 1st story as carry the end of floor 
joists, shall severally be stopped by solid filling up to at least 
the level of the finished floor; also all the spaces between the 
floor joists directly above a bearing partition in whatever 
story constructed, shall be severally filled with such solid fill- 
ing, in all cases, so as to effectively check any draft from one 
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story, to another or from the horizontal spaces between the 
floor joists to the vertical spaces in the walls and partitions. 


(c) IN ALL BUILDINGS: the spaces between the strings 
of stairs and joists of landings, unless unceiled, shall be fire 
stopped to prevent the passage of air. 


(d) THE SPACES AROUND CHIMNEYS OR OTHER 
FLUES: and other flues inside of studdings or furring, making 
an air duct, are to be thoroughly fire stopped with suitable 
incombustible material. 


Par. 2. This shall not apply to temporary buildings or 
other small buildings, not used for habitation, or which may 
be maintained during the course of the erection of a perman- 
ent structure. 


Section 6. Notification of Intent to Build, etc. 


Par. 1. Before the erection of any structure; or for any 
alteration or reconstruction, except ordinary repairs; the 
owner or builder shall notify the Building Inspector of the 
intent to build, reconstruct or alter. 


Par. 2. This shall not apply to small wooden buildings 
not to be used for the purpose of habitation, business or pub- 
lic assembly and not more than 10 ft. in length or breadth 
and 7 ft. in height. 


Section 7. Penalty. 


Par. 1. Whoever performs or causes to be performed any 
work or construction in violation of this By-Law or any part 
thereof Shall be punished by a fine of not more than $25 for 
each violation. 


Section 8. Authority of the Building Inspector. 


Par. 1. The Building Inspector, in the name of the town, 
may take such measures as the public safety requires, to car- 
ry this By-Law into effect. 


(Approved by the Attorney General on September 17, 
1928). 
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BY-LAWS AS TO TOWN MEETINGS AND CONDUCT OF 
TOWN MEETINGS 


BY-LAW AS TO NOTICES OF TOWN MEETINGS 

Notice of every Town Meeting shall be given by posting 
a copy of the warrant therefor in every postoffice in the 
Town, at least seven days before the time appointed for such 
meeting. Such further notice of any Town Meetings may be 
given as the Selectmen deem proper. 

(Approved by the Attorney General, November 3, 1939.) 


ARTICLE 1. Town Meetings. 


Section 1. The Annual Town Meeting shall be held on 
the first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in Feb- 
ruary but that portion of said meeting held for the election 
of town officers shall take place on the succeeding Tuesday. 

(Approved by Attorney General, April 3, 1946) 

Sect. 2. The selectmen shall cause to be published in the 
local newspaper at least seven days before any special town 
meetings the recommendations and estimates of all commit- 
tees (except the finance committee) relating to the expendi- 
ture of money, upon which action is to be taken. 

Sect. 3. The articles shall be considered in the order in 
which they appear in the warrant. Articles calling for appro- 
priations shall be grouped together in the warrant and those 
articles referred from previous town meetings shall take an 
early place in the warrant. 

Section 4. 

(a) The main body of the house shall be reserved for reg- 
istered voters, all others to use the gallery or seats on the 
platform. 

(b) If any one voter rises in his place and questions a “yea 
and nay” vote, without further discussion a hand vote shall 
be taken. 

(c) All articles shall be considered in the order in which 
they appear in the warrant. 


(Approved by the Attorney General April 17, 1925.) 
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BY-LAW AS TO JUNK COLLECTORS AND DEALERS. 


Sect. 1. Every dealer in and keeper of a shop for the pur- 
chase, sale or barter of junk, old metals or second-hand arti- 
cles in this town shall be licensed. 


Sect. 2. Every collector of junk, old metals and second- 
hand articles in this town shall be licensed. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, May 13, 1919.) 
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REGULATIONS GOVERNING HAWKERS AND PEDLERS OF 
MEATS, BUTTER, CHEESE, FISH, AND FRESH 
FRUIT OR VEGETABLES 


Section 1. No person, unless duly licensed by the Director 
of Standards of the Commonwealth, shall go from place to 
place in this town selling or bartering, or carrying or expos- 
ing for sale or barter, any meats, butter, cheese, fish, or fresh 
fruit or vegetables, in or from any cart, wagon or other vehi- 
cle, or in any other manner, without a license therefor from 
the Board of Selectmen provided, however, that this section 
shall not apply to any person who sells only fruits or vege- 
tables obtained by his own labor or the labor of his family. 


Sect. 2. The Board of Selectmen shall have authority to 
grant such license to any person of good repute for morals 
and integrity who is, or has declared his intention to become, 
a citizen of the United States. Said licenses, unless sooner 
revoked by the Board of Selectmen, shall expire on the thir- 
tieth day of April after the granting thereof, and each person 
so licensed shall pay therefor a fee of $5.00. 


Sect. 3. Every hawker and pedler licensed by the Board 
of Selectmen shall be assigned a number and shall be provided 
by the Town Clerk with a badge which shall be conspicuously 
worn by him. No person shall be assigned a badge or number 
until he presents a certificate from the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures stating that all weighing and measuring devices in- 
tended to be used by such person have been duly inspeeted 
and sealed as required by law. Whoever neglects to wear such 
badge, or wears it without authority, shall be punished by the 
penalty provided in section 6 of these regulations. 


Sect. 4. No person hawking, peddling or carrying or ex- 
posing any articles for sale shall cry his wares to the disturb- 
ance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the town. 
or otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which are neat 
and clean and do not leak. 
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Sect. 5. Any license granted under these regulations or 
any regulation amendatory or additional thereto may be re- 
voked by the Selectmen. 


Sect. 6. Whoever violates any provision of these regula- 
tions shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dol- 
lars for each offense. 


Sect. 7. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a li- 
censee as a conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale 
by him shall have attached thereto on each side a number 
plate, to be furnished by the town with his license, bearing 
the number and date of expiration of such license. 


Sect. 8. No persons shall be registered or assigned a badge 
or number plate under the provision of sections three and 
five of these by-laws until he presents a certificate from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures stating that all weighing and 
measuring devices intended to be used by such person have 
been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The use 
of or possession by such person with intent to use, any false 
or unsealed weighing or measuring devices, shall be sufficient 
cause for the revocation of his license, or the cancellation of 
his registration. 


Sect. 9. Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as 
conflicting with any license issued under the authority of the 
Commonwealth. 


Sect. 10. Any license granted under these by-laws or any 
by-law amendatory or additional thereto, may be revoked by 
the (Board granting the same.) 


Sect. 11. Whoever violates any provision of these by-laws 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offense. 


Sect. 12. All by-laws or parts of by-laws inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed. 


(Approved by Attorney General, May 13, 1919). 
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BY-LAW AS TO TOWN CONTRACTS 


On all contracts for labor, materials, supplies, equipment, 
merchandise or other articles wherein the amount involved is 
$500 or more, the Board, Department, Committee or Officials 
of the Town in charge of the expenditure of such money shall 
be required to submit the awarding of the same to public bid 
and no expenditure shall be permitted of $500 or in excess 
thereof unless the same shall have been awarded upon public 
bid. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, March 31, 1941). 


BY-LAW ESTABLISHING HOURS OF DUTY FOR FIREMEN 


1. Each regularly employed fireman shall be entitled, 
without loss of pay, to twenty-four hours’ leave from duty 
during each seventy-two (72) consecutive hours. 


2. The arrangement and designation of twenty-four 
hours’ leave from duty as aforesaid shall be on the par- 
ticular or specific hours designated by the Board of Fire En- 
gineers arranged so that the efficiency of the Fire Depart- 
ment shall not be lessened thereby. 


3. Notwithstanding the foregoing provision as to twenty- 
four hours’ leave from duty out of every seventy-two (72) 
the regularly employed firemen of the town shall be subject 
to immediate recall to duty at any time on emergency signal 
of the Chief or Acting Chief of the Fire Department. 


(Approved by the Attorney General on Feb. 21, 1934). 
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- Rules For Ambulance Saute. 


1. Before accompanying a patient to the hospital on the 
ambulance the patient must first be seen by a doctor, and a 
nurse must have an order direct from the doctor, with diag- 
nosis and condition of patient. Emergency accident cases not 
included in this requirement. 


2. Only residents of the township of Falmouth may be ac- 
companied by a Falmouth nurse. This excludes patients from 
Nantucket, the Vineyard, or Naushon, who may land at 
Woods Hole requiring ambulance transportation. 


3. On a return trip from the hospital, no patient may be 
taken home without first obtaining orders direct from the 
doctor. . 


4. Patients with diphtheria, scarlet fever, typhoid, polio- 
mylitis or meningitis shall not be accompanied by the visit- 
ing nurse. 

5. The ambulance to call for the nurse at the Health Cen- 
ter except in emergencies when she will go directly to the 
scene of an accident if the doctor so wishes. 

6. Charges for transportation to surrounding hospitals 
are: Hyannis $10, Wareham $10, New Bedford $15, Boston $25 
for residents—this fee to be doubled for non-residents—also 
charge for Driver’s and Nurse’s meals to be included if trips 
occur during their regular meal hour. 


7. If the ambulance is ordered for a patient, who in the 
judgment of the nurse does not require ambulance trans- 
portation, she may on her return report the case to the super- 
vising nurse. 


8. A charge of 75 cents per hour is charged for this serv- 
ice from the time the nurse leaves the Health Center until 
she returns. 


9. On Sundays and holidays the nurse shall accompany 
emergency cases only. 

10. The ambulance may be called only by members of the 
police department, the fire department, or a local physician. 
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The Town Report Cover 


Strategically located, Falmouth’s five fire stations and the seven companies 
occupying them can quickly bring men and equipment to fight a blaze in any 
part of town. Equipment at each is designed to meet requirements of fires most 
likely to occur in that section. 


The main fire house, built in 1929, is close to the site of one of the two 
original fire stations in Falmouth village. That was the building now used as 
the fire department repair shop, and housing Hose No. 2. The other village 
station in 1899 was Hose No. 3 on Palmer avenue. 


Equipment when the town set up fire districts and the selectmen appointed 
five men to serve as engineers was hand-drawn hose reels, pulled to fires by 
members of the various companies. Only when someone’s horse was available 
and nearby did the equipment travel by other than human power. 


Of the five engineers originally appointed in 1899 the late George E. Dean 
was selected chief, and Wilfred Godfrey was assistant chief. Others were Henry 
C. Googins, Woods Hole; Charles Eldred, Quissett, and Laban T. Robbins, 
Teaticket. 


Mr. Dean served as chief until his resignation in 1904, when he was suc- 
ceeded by Mr. Godfrey. Additional stations were added and companies or- 
ganized from time to time. Chemical No. 1 was located in West Falmouth in 
1900, changing its name to Hose No. 6 in 1904. Hose No. 7 was formed in 1904 
and located at Falmouth Heights. Hook and Ladder No. 1 was organized in 
1905 in Falmouth village. 


Dr. J. M. Watson was elected chief of the department in 1906 and the next 
year Hose No. 8 was formed in East Falmouth. George W. Jones became chief 
in 1910, serving six years. Hose No. 9 was organized at North Falmouth in 1911, 
followed by Chemical No. 1 at Waquoit in 1913. Harry V. Lawrence became 
chief in 1916, serving until 1919 when Ray D. Wells succeeded him. Chief Wells 
has served in that capacity since, except for two periods of military leave, one 
during the war and his current absence serving with Selective Service, George 
G. Ferris is now the chief. 


Engine No. 3 station at North Falmouth dates from 1915 when it was built 
on land donated by the late Benjamin Hatch. It first housed a chemical hose 
reel which had been kept at George Noyes’ barn on Pine street. Engine No. 3’s 
first truck was an old 1914 Model T Ford, the body of which was later put on a 
1915 Reo. The present pump truck was acquired in 1927. Ernest R. Hatch was 
the first permanent fireman in charge of the station, remaining in the post from 
1915 to 1946 and holding Badge No. 1 for years. John E. Overy was captain 
from 1915 to 1949. Lieut. Thomas D. Manchester is now in charge of the com- 
pany and Roger F. Noyes is engineer. 
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A 500-gallon pumper and 800-gallon tank truck are kept at the East Fal- 
mouth station, which was built in 1930. Upstairs are kitchen and meeting room, 
bedroom and workshop. Capt. Frank M. Corey was in charge from 1930 to 
1943, when he went to the main station and was succeeded by Lieut, Elmer Rob- 
bins. Engineers are John DeMello and Manuel R. Soares. Longest run ever 
made by the company was to the Marshfield fire; the shortest, to Jake’s Tap 
in East Falmouth; the coldest, a barn fire at the old Brae Burn farm. 


The two-story red brick structure housing Engine No. 4 at West Falmouth 
was also built in 1930 and opened Sept. 28 of that year. It was then known as 
Hose No. 2, having a Reo hose truck. Later Engine 4 was moved there from 
East Falmouth and Hose 2 was sent to headquarters. Engine 4 is a pumper 
of 500 gallons capacity. Past call captains include Harold L. Baker, Charles L. 
Croft, Lieut. Manuel L. Turner and Ralph Landers. Lieut. Joseph P. Rose is 
now acting captain, having been at the West Falmouth station since January, 

1949. 


Two trucks are assigned to the Woods Hole station, facing on Main street 
beside the community hall. Engine No. 2, a 1,000-gallon Ahrens-Fox pumper, 
was purchased in 1927. Ladder No. 2, a Maxim ladder truck, replaced Hose 
No. 5 in 1938. The Woods Hole company was organized May 31, 1899, soon 
after Mr. Googins was appointed district engineer. The first station was where 
the Cap’n Kidd restaurant now stands. In 1912 the late B. G. Norton built a 
new station on the present location, a one story building. In the spring of 1919 
the station was raised to make room for the new truck which arrived that year. 


James H. Hallett was captain of the company in 1909 and 1910 when he re- 
signed. Sidney W. Lawrence was elected, serving until 1914. C. E. Hall was 
next captain followed by the late H. A. Daniels. In May of 1917 Sidney F. Peck 
was elected captain, succeeded in 1920 by Robert A. Goffin who served two 
years. James McInnis took over then and held the post until October, 1949. 
Capt. Edward Kempton is now in charge of the station. First permanent man 
at the station was George Lake from 1920 to 1922 when George E. Ferris was 
appointed to fill the vacancy, remaining until 1942 when he was transferred 
to headquarters as deputy chief. 


Including the equipment at the main station the Falmouth Fire department 
has an impressive list of apparatus to meet the threat of house or forest fires. 
Pride of the department is the new $28,000.00 ladder truck with 65-foot exten- 
sion ladder kept at the central station, which was delivered last fall to replace 
a 21-year-old ladder. 


The complete list includes five pumpers, two ladder trucks, two forest fire 
trucks, a fire alarm truck, service truck, chief’s car, ambulance, water tank 
truck, forest fire brush breaker and two cellar pump units. A Gamewell fire 
alarm system covers the town and fire fighting is directed by a central radio 
station and six mobile units. 


The Fire Department building sketches for this year’s town report cover 
were done by Meredith A. Scott. 
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
